IN A BOAT GEN DEWET 
MANAGES TO GET AWAY 


Hie Has Now Only a Handful of 
Followers—His Attempt To In- 
vade Cape™Colony Is Evi- 
denfy. a Complete 
Failure. 


London. February 25.—A correspondent 
of The Daily Mail with Henniker’s col- 
- umn, wiripg Saturday, says: 

“General Dewet was routed yesterday 
by Colonel Plummer, with whom were 
Colonels Henniker Carddock. Jeffreys 
and Grabbo. This success was preceded 
by a series of desperate attempts on the 
part of the Boers to escape from the 
water belt of the Orange and the Brake 
rivers. 

“General Dewet. after unsuccessfully 
attempting to cross the Brake at Klip 
drift and the Orange at Read’s drift and 
Mark’s drift, moved aloné the bank of 
the Orange with one gun and one pom 
mom and laagered opposite Kamee] drift. 
At dawn Colonel Plumer left Welgevor- 
don, twenty-two miles west of the Boer 
camp, and moved northeast. 

“At Zuurga they attacked the enemy. 
taking forty prisoners. The pursuit was 
continued during the afternoon, the Boers 
moving toward Hopetown. Toward even- 
ing the leading troops sighted the enemy. 
who had laagered beyond gun range. 
Colonel Owne charged the spot where the 


Boer artillery was supposed to be and 
captured the whole of it. 


The Boers Flee. 


“The enemy flied, leaving their horses 
ready saddled and their cooking pots full. 
According to the latest reports only four 
hundred Boers recrossed to the north 
side of the river. The Orange is greatly 
swollen. |

The Daily Telegraph publishes the fol- 

lowing from De Aar, dated February 2%: 
- “Mr. Steyn addressed the Boers yes- 
terday and told them they must ail shift 
for themselves, returning to Orange river 
colony as best they could. He and Gen- 
eral Dewet took three hundred of the 
best horses with which to escape.” 

The war office has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Lord Kitchener: 

“‘Middjebrug, Transvaal, February 24.— 
French reports from Piet Retief, Febru- 
ary 22, that the result of the columns 
Sweeping the country east is that the 
Boers are retreating in scattered and dis- 
organized parties to the number of five 
thousand in front of him. 

“Amsterdam and Pret Retief have been 
occupied and troops are protecting the 
Swazi frontier. French will push on, but 
is much hampered by the continued 
heavy rains. 

Losses Inflicted on Boers. 


“Summary of total losses inflicted upon 
the «€nemy up to February 10th: Two 
hundred and ninety-two Boers known to 
have been killed and wounded in action. 
66 taken prisoners. 183 surrendered. one 
15-pounder gun, 462 rifics, 160,000 rounds 
of small ammunition, 3.500 horses, 70 
mules, 3,530 trek oxen, 18,700 cattle. 155.400 
sheep and 1,070 wagons and carts cap- 
tured. 

“Our casualties: Five officers and forty- 
one men killed and four officers and 108 
men wounded. I regret to say that Major 
Howard, a very gallant officer of the 
Canadian scouts, was killed February 
17th, 

“Plumer reports that Colonel Owen 
captured Dewet’s li-pounder and pom- 
pom February 23i, as well as fifty-three 

risoners and a quantity of ammunition.

“Dewet’s attempt to invade Cape Col- 
ony has evidently completely failed.’’ 
“Gatling Gun’ Howard’s Death. 

Halifax, N. §.,~ Februr 24.—Lord 
Kitchener’s cable that Majo. %. C,. How- 
ard, better known as “Gatling Gun” 
Howard, had been killed, caused a sen- 
sation here, where he has been well 
known for years. His connection with 
the Canadian forces dates back to the 
Riel rebellion, in 1885, when he was in 
charge of a Gatling gun sent out with 
the forces to the northwest. Howard re- 
mained in Africa on the departure of tine 
Canadians for home te organize a corps 
of 100 Canadian scouts and was leading 
them when he met his death. In a recent 
letter from the frontier Howard said: 

“I have added to my battery a pom- 
pom, so we have quite a force—six Colt 
gung, three pompoms and one hundred 

uts. We have had two brushes with 
the enemy since you left and made them 
hump each time. I may come back in 
July and recruit a regiment of half- 
breéds for service in the Transvaal. I 
will meet you in England next June.’

Wurzer, a widow. in a ft of insanity, 
érowned her six children, aged from four 
to twelve years, at Uniontown.

She threw them into a well 
thirty feet deep containing two feet of 
water, then jumped in herself and held 
the heads of the children beneath the 
gurface until they were all drowned. Mrs.

WILL BE NO CONSOLIDATION. 


Spencer Says Mobile and Ohio Will 
Be Operated Independently. 

St. Louls,, February 24.—President Sam- 
uel Spencer, of the Southern ‘Railway, af- 
ter a tour of the Mobile and Ohio, the 
latest acquisition of the Southern, arrived 
here tonight and will remain until Tues- 
day. With him came President Russell 
and other prominent officials of the Mo- 
bile and Ohio. Speaking of the Mobile 
and Ohio, Mr. Spencer said he found it 
in very good physical condition, its equip- 
ment good and in need of but few addli- 
tions. 

The road, he distinctly wished it to be 
understood, will be operated separately 
and independently of the Southern anda 
will continue to be known as the Mobile 
and Ohio. It will have its own set of offi- 
cials, but the officials of the Southern 
will have general supervision over the 
property. When asked if the present offi- 
cilals of the company would continue to 
operate the line, President Spencer said: 

“That question is one for the stockhold- 
ers to determine.”’ 

As to the absorption of the old air line. 
President Spencer said that the Southern 
had already made plans to replace the 
old rails with steel track, reballast and 
cut off the old curves. It was his inten- 
tion to bring the line strictly up to date, 
Contracts for new equipment will be let 
soon, he says.

Early Sunday Moming fe 
Was Elected to United 
States Senate, 


CLOSE OF LONG FIGHT 
WAS VERY EXCITING 


Eleven Democrats Threw, Their 
Votes to Mitchell and Gave 
Him the Victory — Has 
Served Three Terms 
In the Senate. 


Salem, Oregon, February 24.—John H. 
Mitchell was elected United States sena- 
tor at 12:3 o'clock this morning to suc- 
ceed John W. McBride, whose term will 


| expire next March 4th. His election was 


accomplished by a combination of thirty- 
five republicans with eleven democrats, 
making forty-six votes, a majority of the 
legislature. The result was reached on 
the twenty-fifth ballot of the day and the 
fifty-third of the session. 

At noon Saturday the joint assembly 
met and took one ballot for senator and 
then adjourned until 8 p. m., when ballot- 
ing was resumed. Both houses had de- 
cided to adjourn sine die at midnight, 
Saturday, and the prospect of an exciting 
close brought thousands of people to the 
capitol. Voting proceeded without mate- 
rial change for twenty ballots. Just be- 
fore the twenty-first ballot State Senator 
Brownell presented Mitchell,s name: The 
next ballot gave H. W. Corbett 36, Mitch- 
ell 35 and A. 8. Bennett, democrat, 19. At 
midnight came the twenty-fifth ballot. 
There were loud calls for Mitchell. 

The close of the long struggle was ex- 
citing. When, on the roll call in the 
twenty-fifth ballot, just after midnight, 
Hemingway’s name was recched, he 
changed from Corbett to J. H. Mitchell, 
whose name had been presented on the 
twenty-first ballot. The rool call proceeded 
to the end and Mitchell and Corbett were 
then tied, having thirty-five votes each. 
Then McQueene changed to Mitchell, put- 
ting him in the lead. Nine others changed 
to Mitchell, giving him forty-five votes, 
within one of the goal. 

There was a bric. wait and then the 
name of Mattoon, of Douglas, repeated 
with great vehemence, came from many 
parts of the hall and a crowd of the 
Douglas county man’s friends got around 
him and talked to him excitedly. He 
seemed to be successfully withstanding 
them and soon there rose cries of ‘‘dead- 
lock,’’ ‘“‘adjourn,” ‘“‘adjourn.’’: Mattoon 
finally yielded and changed his vote to 
Mitchell, and pandemonium reigned. 
President Feltgn then announced Mitch- 
ell’s election, Corbett having received 
twenty-nine votes, Mitchell forty-six and 
Bennett sixteen. The crowd went wild 
again, fairly jumping up and down as Mr. 
Mitchell, who had been in the lobby all 
evening, watching the progress of the 
voting, was hurried forward to the plat- 
form and made a brief speech. 

Mr. Mitchel] has served three full terms 
in the United States senate from Oregon, 
having been elected the first time in 1873, 
when H. W. Corbett was his chief oppo- 
nent,

The former, it is be- 
lieved, went to Dotson’s cabin, arriving 
before the old man, whom he killed with- 
in-a few minutes after his return. The

TO EAT aT LUNCH WAGONS 


While the West Point Cadets Will 
Fare Sumptuously at a Lead- 
ing Hotel. 


Annapolis, Md., February 24.—The naval 
cadets are very much disgruntled over 
the programme which, they understand, 
has been arranged for their trip to Wash- 
ington to attend the dnauguration cere- 
monies, and complain that they are being 
treated unfairly in comparison with the 
boys from West Point. 

The programme, as generally under- 
stood here, is to have the cadets start 
early on the morning of March 4th. The 
train upon reaching Washington will stop 
at Sherman street, from which point 
the battalion will have a long march to 
the white house. From there they will 
march with the procession and as soon as 
the ceremonies are over they will return 
to the train. and depart for Annapols.

Professors Coaley and Adams Exam- 
ine Railroads for Taxation. 


Detroit, Mich., February 24.—The report 
of Professors Cooley and Adams, of the 
University of Michigan, who were ap- 
pointed under a recent act of the legis- 
lature to determine the cash value of the 
railroads of Michigan for the purpose of 
assessing them for taxes of their valua- 
tion instead of on their earning capacity, 
will show that the total cost of all the 
lines operating in Michigan, allowing for 
the depreciation since the equipment was 
new, is $164,812,230. *The total value of 
physical and non-physical elements is 
given at $200,800,862. The total of non-phys- 
ical elements, representing franchises, is 
$35,988,682. Under the physical and non- 
physical classification, the total value of 
the Michigan Central system is placed at 
$49,364,744; the Lake Shore at $14,477,100; 
the Pere Marquette system at $31,897,644; 
the Grand Trunk system at $22,230,185, 
and the Grand Rapids and Indiana road 
at $10,648,252. 

The balance of the grand total is dis- 
tributed among various smaller roads.

February %.—The semi- 
cfficial Financial Messenger says that the 
character of the sugar regime of Russia, 
which fixes the selling price for the home 
market at a regularly rediced rate from 
year to year, is intended to protect the 
Russian consumer against the encourage- 
ment of exportation at his expense, and 
that if secret export premiums exist at 
all, they are duo to the growing power of 
trusts and syndicates in getting various 
branches of production into their power, 
with no other aim than to maintain high 
prices abroad at the expense of the ‘1ome 


merket. 
Ihe Journal de St. Petersburg says: 


“Will not a dangerous precedent be cre- 
ated by the gesire to prove at any price 
that alleged secret premiums are conceal- 
ed by the Russian sugar regime. If Rus- 
sia employed the.same logic, she would, 
with even greater justification, be driven 
to impose countervailing duties upon cast 
iron, steel, copper and other American 
products to which the principle now be- 
ing established could be applied with 
equal justice. 

“Russia would also be perfectly justified 
fin applying this new procedure not only 
arainst the United States, but also 
against western Burope, inasmuch as this

singular idea of the concealment of secret 
premiums originated in no way with the 
United States. It was proclaimed by Eu- 
rope at the Brussels eonference in 1898 ; 
and it is only to such an idea, for which 
Europe is responsible, that Russia has to 
thank for an iniquitous act on the part of 
the friendly United States. 

“It mist above all not be forgotten that 
this is a slippery path, and that, if it fs 
pursued further, we, tco, shall inevitably 
proceed, without even awaiting the expl- 
ration of commercial treaties to similar 
measures not only with regard to Amer- 
ica, but also with regard to Europe in 
the case of such products as are con- 
trolled by syndicates or cther organiza- 
tions and sold cheaper abroad than at 
home. 

“To such incredible consequences one 
comes even at first glance when one 
starts upon the solution of international 
questions from unsourd principles—ques- 
tions which require above all the most 
absolute justice and consideration of mu- 
tual intefests if any understanding be- 
tween parties is to be maintained.” 

These articles. which appear in the offi- 
cial organg of the ministry of finance, un- 


sian government.in the application of the 
theory of concealed -:xport premiums to 
trust-made products. Poth papers signifi- 
cantly hold western Europe responsible 
for the theory, thus tacitly admitting 
that the United.

Russian industries would certainly wel- 
come any excuse to increase the present 
high protection. During the existing 
stagnaticn they. have bitterly ceomp!ain- 
ed whenever a foreign concern has secur- 
ed a government order, and they are 
continually demanding favcrs of every 
kind, railway rates and the like, against 
foreigners.

Washington, February 24.—The retire- 
ment of Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn. 
for eight years past chief constructor of 
the navy, marks the passing from public 
life of one of the ablest men in our his- 
tory. From a shipwright apprentice at 
the Boston navy yard he rose steadily 
through the various grades of the con- 
struction branch of the service until: in 
July, 1893, he was appointed chief of the 
bureau of construction and repair. the 
highest position in the construction corps. 

In 1880. when congress determined to 
reorganize the navy. Admiral Hichborn. 
then a naval constructor. was chosen to 
serve as a member of the first naval! ad- 
visory board, and four years later was 
selected by Secretary Chandler to go 
abroad in the capacity of a naval expert 
and investigate. naval progress in Eu- 
rope. He has been always a staunch ad- 
vocate of sheathed ships and in the face 
of strong opposition succeeded in hav- 
ing this type of vessels introduced into 
the navy. 

Admiral Wichborn’s designs of ships 
and inventions of naval accoutrements 
are in evidence throughout the service, 
prominent among them being the barbette

the United Mine Workers is standing on 
a conservative platform, which Is reason- 
abiv certain to obviate anything of the 
kind. 

Even if the anthracite overators refuse 
to meet the miners in joint wage con- 
ference. it is possible that a strike can he 
avoided. Consent in any form. even it 
only tacit, to allow the present anthracite 
agreement to continue, thus opening the 
wavy for the miners to correct various 
local conditions, promises to close the 
matter. 

Miners of the bituminous fields are 
nearlv all vastly interested in the out- 
come of the pronvosed wage conference in 
the anthracite field. The oninion of ren- 
resentative miners in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict would seem to be that since the 
bituminous flelds have settled their wage 
scale at last year’s rates, barring local 
complications, the anthractte wage ques- 
tion might be settled on the same basis, 

The Indianapolis convention directed the 
officers of the anthracite districts to block 
a custom of operators to lay up large 
stocks of coal by ordering a curtailment 
of work to meet the conditions of the 
market. This is now being done, and in 
it the miners are making their on!y ag- 
gressive move that may figure in the pro- 
posed settlement next month. 

W. D. Ryan, secretary-treasurer of the 
Tilinois miners, said recently in relation 
to the anthracite gituation: 

“With a satisfactory scale settled for 
the bituminous fields, a hitch In the an- 
thracite fields would hardly justify the 
calling for a strike of the entire ‘organ- 
ization.’’

CALCIUM LIGHT IS FLASHED 
ON WORK OF DYING CONGRESS 


ET 


Many Important Measures Are 
Enacted Into Law, While 
Many Others Fail, 


NICARAGUA CANAL SILL 
IS ALLOWED NO CHANCE 


Legislation Affecting Porto Rico and 
Hawaii Is Enacted—PFinancial 
Bills Are Adopted—Money 
Appropriated Amounts 
to Over Billion. 


Washington, February 24.—The record of 
the fifty-sixth congress is now practically 
completed, and, although a few important 
measures are still in the balance, it is 
possible to take a survey of the wide 
range of legislation’ considered and en- 
acted within the two sessions compris- 
ing the congress now drawing to a close. 
It has been an eventful congress in many 
respects, and, although lacking the thrill 
and excitement incident to the period of 
the war with Spain, yet it inherited much 
of the work of reconstruction and expense 
made necessary by the events of that 
war. 

Chief among these questions growing 
out of the war has been the attitude of 
the government toward our new insular 
possessions. While this question is still 
open to some extent, yet the present con- 
gress has passed upon one of its most im- 
pomtant phases by enacting a law for a 
complete form of government for Porto 
Rico, legislative, executive and judicial, 
together with a comprehensive plan of 
raising revenues for the island. 

Status of Philippines. 

The status of the Philippines has been 
an unfailing source of debate in both 
branches of congress, particularly in the 
senate. Resolutions of criticism and in- 
quiry have been discussed at much length, 
but with little tangible result. At the 
first session Senator Spooner proposed a 
brief measure, confirming the president's 
authority to shape the affairs of the island 
until congress had passed finally upon 
the questions relating to their political 
status. This proposition in an amended 
form has now been grafted upon the army 
appropriation bi!l although it is yet to 
be determined whether the provision will 
be accepted by elther or both houses. Cu- 
ban legislation has been in abeyance 
pending the action of the constitutional! 
convention of Cuba in framing the con- 
stitution of the island. 

Another important achievement in in- 
sular legislation was that of enacting a 
law giving Hawail a complete form of ° 
territorial government, with an insular 
legislature and judiciary, a governor, 
chosen from Hawaii, and a delegate in 
the house of representatives. This ‘aw, * 
passed at the first session, has become so 
far effective that the second session saw 
the appearance of the delegate from Ha- 
waii, Mr. Wilcox, who is the first official 
representative on the floor of congress 
from one of the island possessions of the 
United States. A Porto Rican commis- . 
sioner, Mr. Degetteau, also has been ac- 
credited to Washington under the hw 
passed at the first session. 

Actual Work Done. 

In actual work accomplished the fifty- 
sixth congress has an exceptionally large 
record. Aside from the Porto Rican and 
Hawaiian acts already 
congress has passed a financial law estab- 
lishing a permanent gold reserve of about 
$150,000,000, fixing the ratio between gold 
and silver and réorgmnizing the bonding 
and the banking systems of the treasury. 
reorganizing the United States army ona 
basis of 100,000 men, reapportioning ‘the 
representation in congress on the basis of 
the twelfth census, giving ‘‘free homes” 
on the Indian lands, providing for gov- 
ernment participation in the Louisiana 
purchase in 1908. But some of the most 
important measures are still in doubt and 
quite likely to expire without fina! action, 
including the Nicaraguan canal bill, the 
ship subsidy bill, the Pacific cable bil and 
the oleomargarine bill. 

In the senate the death of Vics Presi- 
dent Hobart made ‘the duties of presid- 
ing officer devolve upon Senator Frye, 
of Maine, the president pro tempore. 

That the house had to elect a new 
speaker meant much, for of late years 
the power in the hands of the speaker 
and his influence on legislation have 
grown steadily greater. General David 
B. Henderson's re-election a@ speaker of 
the next congress is a foregone conclusiog. 

Large Appropriatious. 

The appropriations of the present cOf- 
gress wi!l aggregate $1,457,269,457. This ts 
about $110,000,000 less than the aggregate 
appropriations of the preceding congress, 
which, however, covered the period of 
the Spanish war, when the appropriations 
ran in a single vear up to $893,231,615. The 
totals for the last two sessions of the 
present congress, as recently summarized 
by Chairman Cannon, of the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, are as follows: 

Appropriations, first session, including 
sinking fund, $710,150,862. 

Appropriations second session, including 
sinking fund, $714,118,595. 

The act reorganizing the army is prob- 
ably the most important piece of general 
legislation enacted during 'the present con- 
gress Instead of planning for a tempo- 
rary extension of the volunteer system, 
Secretary Root devised a measure for a 
complete reorganization of the army on 
modern mbUitary lines, with a maximum 
force of 100,000 men and a minimum of 
about 63,000. 

A feature of the act which caused much 
controversy is the prohibition of the sa.e . 
of beer, wine or any intoxicating liquors 
in any post exchange or canteen, trans- 
port or other military property of the 
United States. 

Financial legislation has been of unusual 
importance, the law being passed estab- 
lishing the gold standard, providing for 
the redemption and reissue of the interest- 
bearing bonded obligations of the United 
States, establishing a permanent gold re- 
serve of $150,000,000, regulating national 
banks an@ making numerous provisions 
respecting circulation and the tax on cir- 
culation. After its passage some question 
arnse as to the maintenance of the par- 
ity of the meta:s, and bills to rectify this

ARE PUSHING THE NEW ROAD. 


Line Between Statesboro and Reg- 
ister Is Building. 

Dublin, Ga., Fetruary 4%4.—(Spectal.)— 
The active work of building that is now 
being pushed by the Central railroad in 
Bulloch county on the eiglit mile gap be- 
tween Statesboro and Register, the ter- 
minus of the Brewton and Pineora rail- 
road, arouses considerable interest among 
the people of this section of the state in 
the railroad situation.

LABORERS CANNOT BE FOUND. 


Free Lunches in Columbus Is All the 
Negro Wants. 

Columbus, Ga., Feoruary 24.—(3pecial.)-- 
The scarcity of negro labor and the in- 
disposition of the vagrants’ work was well 
illustrated by the experience of the steam- 
er W. C. Bradley today. The steamer 
was ready to leave on her regular trip, 
but it was impossible to secure the neces- 
sary number of hands. The boat’s officers 
canvassed the saloons of the city and 
found hundreds of able-bodied loafing ne- 
groes, who refused the work offered them. 
Only four laborers could be secured. Many 
of the loafing negroes are practically fed 
by the saloons, and there is talk of an 
ordinance directed against free lunches, 
which will be pushed if the city attorney 
rules that it is legal.

“vous of earth’s wealthiest and most blase 
dizzy with his plungings, : 

A Roman now at Hot Springs saw and 
recognized Beresford, who grew nervous 
under the constant scrutiny of the Geor- 
Sian. Two days after the Rome man’s 
arrival Beresford vanished. The man was 
clean shaven, his hair white as 
snow, and he ~»bore evidences of 
the dissipated life he was leading. Rut 
there was no mistaking the peculfar, 
washed-blue eyes, slender. erect figure 
and the genial manners of the famous 
confidence artist. 

Beresford left his wife—a Providence, 
R. I., woman, small, but rather attrac- 
tive—without a penny and unpaid hotel 
Mil for five weeks at one of the swellest 
hotels there. And he had so ineratiated 
himself into the good graces of several 
wealthy ce Dhmen that he worked them 
for some $2.5. Pinkerton detectives“were 
Placed on his track. and finally locatea 
him in New York.

The fellow’s mar- 
velous genius for rascality was not even 
stayed by the felon’s stripes, but he man- 
aged even there to mantpulate schemes 
ta separate people from their cash. It 
is said that the owner of the camp where 
he served breathed a great sigh of relief 
when Beresford left. 

After completing his term in the Geor- 
gia penitentiary Beresford married the 
Fitzgerald woman, and when he had spent 
all of her money that he could secure, 
deserted her. Next we hear of him in the 
City of Mexico, where he engineered a

‘Savannah Butcher Shot to 


Death by His Brother in Lav, 
HAD UNGOVERNABLE TEMPER

Dieter, a Well-Known German Citi- 
zen of Savannah, Goes Home 
Drunk, Raises a Row and 
Is Quickly Killed by 
Brother in Law. 


Savannah, Ga., February 24.—(Special.) 
Frank Dieter, a well known German citi- 
zen and a butcher in the city market for 
years, was shot and killed this morning 
by his brother in law, Joseph Schall, 
aged nineteen. From the evidence at the 
coroner’s tnquest it appears that the. 
killing was justifiable and that it was 
due to Dieter’s gross brutality and in- 
humanity to his wife and brother in law. 
After eldsing up his business at the mar- 
ket Saturday night, Dieter went to his 
home on Waters Road, on the outskirts 
of the city. He was drunk and in an 
ugly humor. His wife came down in hfr 
night clothes to open the door for hi 
and as soon as she opened the door. he 
began beating her. He continued this 
conduct after remching the bedroom. Not 
satisfied with beating the woman he 
picked up a shot gun, which he sup- 
posed was loaded, and attempted to 
shoot his wife. Mrs. Dieter had ex- 
tracted the shells some time previous. 
Dieter then scattered live embers from 
the fire around the room and threatened 
to set fire to the bed on which his wife 
lay. His wife did not resist him and 
going into the adjoining room where his 
little son was in bed with young Schall, 
Dieter attempted to pull the boy out of 
bed. The little fellow was frightened, 
and clung to his uncle. This angered 
Dieter, who, after taking away the boy, 
attacked Schall with a chair. According 
to Schall’s testimony, they clinched and 
fought and he got the worst of it. Dieter 
then turned him loose and picked up a 
rocking chair with which he continued 
the assault. Schall managed to get a 
pistol] out of a bureau drawer. His first 
shot missed, but the second struck Dieter 
in the body and the third caught him 
in the temple, inflicting a wound from 
which he died at 8:30 a. m. After Dieter 
fell Schall went to the window and fired 
two more shots to attract attention. 
Several doctors were summoned and 
worked upon Dieter until they saw there 
was no hope. Schall did not attempt to 


escape, and the coroner’s inquest tonight 


vindicated him. Dieter was known as a 
man of ungovernable temper. He and 
his brother, who. was his partner in the 
market business, have had a feud for 
over a year, and have frequently drawn 
their knives on each other. It was com- 
mon talk among the market people that 
all that kept the two men apart was 
that old man Dieter, who owns consider- 
able property, had threatened to disin- 
herit the one who struck the first blow.

Law and Order League Makes Slow

The law and order league continued its 
campaign today. A considerable amount 
of evidence has been gathered whieh will 
be submitted to the attorney of the league,

After the evidence has been weighed 
further steps will be decided on. The 
green grocers were the chief offenders 
today, as they have determined to defy 
the league and stand by their rights un- 
der the city ordinance. The majority of 
the drug stores had out signs inscribéd, 
“Only drugs solid on Sunday.” The drue- 
gists are very sore wn the league, and 
many of them have announced in favor of 
closing altogether on ‘Sunday and allow- 
ing the public to do without medicine 
as well as without cigars and soda water. 
Only the refusal of a few leading drug- 
gists to enter into this arrangement pre- 
vents its being carried into effect. The 
saloon men are the most frightened at the 
league movement, and the precautions 
adopted by some of .nem who persist in 
selling on Sunday are something remark- 
abe.

Two years ago there was 
a snow storm which had a disastrous ef- 
fect. The fall today, which was followed 
by rain and sleet, amounted to a depth of 
one and one-tenth inches, and tonight the 
temperature dropped to twenty-four de- 
grees, which is record-breaking cold for 
this climate.

him by the administration and talked 
freely of the matter when seen today. 
General Agnus said that he believes Ad- 
miral Schley will have justice done him 
at last and that he will either be promo- 
ted to rank with Admiral Sampson or 
above him. President McKinley has 
stated to General Agnus that he belleves 
Admiral Schley should be promoted to 
rank with Admiral Sampson, but the 
havy department appears to have decided 
otherwise. 

“If Admiral Schley is promoted at all,” 
said General Agnus this morning, “he 
will be promoted above Admiral Samp- 
son. If Sampson is promoted over Schley 
it will be to give the lie to American his- 
tory. This man Sampson is the pet of the 
naval bureau, and then Secretary Long its 
very anxious to have him promoted over 
the man who did the fighting at San- 
tiago.”’ 

“The naval bureau seems determined to 
rob him of his honors. They have ex- 
dled him and sent him away where he 
cannot fight his own battle at home, and 
some one must look out for his interests. 
So far I have succeeded in preventing 
any lasting injustice being done him and 
am now in direct communication with 
Washington, where I have representa- 
tives watching every move of the oppo- 
sition.

CHINA -YIELDS COMPLETELY 


All the Demands of Powers Have 


Been Complied with, and Only 
the Question’ of Indemnity 
Remains Now To Be 
Settled, 


Pekin, February 24.—The full text of 
the imperial edict ré€garding punishments 
was sent last evening to the ministers 
of the powers. It is identical with the 
unofficial report of the context of the 
contents of the edict cabled to .the Asso- 
ciated press. The ministers say that there 
is a little confusion with regard io stran- 
gulation and suicide, but that this is not 
important. 


Ii Hung Chang received a bulletin ai- 
nouncing the sentences which could best 
be. carried into effect by the board of 
punishment, and Me requested the Japa- 
nese to deliver Ying Nien and Chao Shu 
Chiao in order that the sentences in their 
cases might be executed today in con- 
formity with the edict; but the Japanese 
considered the notice too short and have 
delayed the enforcement of the penalties 
until Tuesday in order that the ministers 
of the powers might send representatives 
as they desire. It is also intended to 
guard the men at the place of execution, 
SO as to prevent suicide or escape. 

China Has Complied. 

When official confirmation, duly certi- 
fled by high officers of state, of the sen- 
tences of death upon the others shall 
have been received and these two have 
been executed, China will have practically 
complied with the terms demanded by 
‘ the powers, as she has already agreed to 
issue edicts prepared by the ministers of 
the powers for the cessation of examina- 
tions and regarding the responsibility of 
viceroys and governors. 

Prince Chun, the emperor's brother, will 
soon go to Berlin to express China's re- 
grets for the murder of Baron von Kette- 
ler. He says China has now accepted to 
the uttermost and also performed every- 
thing required by the powers, exeept the 
payment of the indemnities, the ameunr 
of which has not been decided. He thinks 
“@rrangements should be made for the 
evacuation of Pekin in order to enable the 
court to return. He says he believes 19 
nation in history ever complied with a 
series of terms more quickly and more 
completely. | | . 

German Expedition. 

No official announcement has been made 
of abondment of the proposed expedi- 
tion into the interior, but it is not likely 
that any further preparations will be 
made. The foreign envoys feel that the 
proposal was a master stroke and caused 
the settlement of what might have been 
a. protracted. affair. i 

‘The ministers of the powers regard the 
punishment edict as satisfactory. Chih 
Siu, former grand secretary, and Hsu 
Cheng Yu, son of the notorious Hsu Tung, 
will be publicly executed in Pekin Tues- 
day. 

An edict has been promulgated suspend- 
ing examinations at all points which were 
the scenes of outrages upon foreigners. 


Italy Paid Sir Robert Hart. 


Rome, February 25.—An official com- 
munique, relative to the occupation of 
ground formerly belonging to the Chi- 
nese imperial maritime customs in order 
to provide accommodation for the lega- 
tions, says: 

“It was decided last November to oc- 
cupy land as compensation, together with 
the other legations, and exclusive of the 
ground belonging to Sir Robert Hart. 
Russia, the United States and Belgium 
occupied premises other than those used 
by the customs officers or belonging to 
the Chinese government. The German 
legation commenced building. Sir Rob- 
ert Hart did not oppose, but simply asked 
for compensation, which was spontane- 
ously granted. Marquis Salva Gorgiggi, 
Italian minister in Pekin, made sure that 
the land necessary for the Italian lega- 
tion did not belong to Sir Robert Hart, 
but to the Chinese customs.”’ 


VISITED THE FRENCH EXILES. 


De Roulede and Marcel-Habert Talk 
of Their Attempted Coup. 
Paris, February 24.—Yesterday was the 
anniversary of the attempt at a coup 
d’etat by M. Paul De Roulede and Martel 
Habert at the Neuilly barracks, on the 
occasion of the funeral of M. Faure, and 
also the anniversary of the sentence to 
five years banishments imposed a year 
later by the French senate, sitting as the 
high -court; upon M. Marcel-Habert. 
‘Many of their sympathizers went to San

M. De Roulede delivered a long address, 
He asserted that he and M. Marcel Hab4 
ert were approached, on ine night before 
the attempted coup, by an agent of the 
duke of Orleans, who proposed that the 
duke should appear in the midst of the 
ranks in time to participate in the pro- 
jected action. M. De Roulede declared 
that he had resented this offer and replied 
that if any royalist, especially the duke 
of Orleans, should attempt to take part, 
he (De Roulede) would be the first to 
turn the troops against him. 

On the following morning, M. De Rou- 
lede, continued, it was found that the ar- 
rangement of the troops had been so 
changed that the coup would fail, and 
he declares that the royalists effected th 
change when they learned that he woul 
not aid their cause. If this interference 
had not occurred, M. De Roulede said, 
the coup wouid certainly have succ - Jed.

New York, February 24.—The steel chm- 
bination plan was consummated at a con- 
ference in J. P. Morgan’s office late Sat- 
urday afternoon and arn official announce- 


ment may be expected today (Monday 
from the office of Morgan & Co., to the 
effect that the Carnegie company, the 
Federal Steel Company, the National 
Tube Company, the American Steel and 
Wire Company, the American Tin Plate 
Company, the National Steel Company, 
the American Steel Hoop Company and 
the American Sheet Steel Company are 
to be combined in one concern which is to 
issue its stock in return for theirs, the 
valuation having been determfhed upon 
the assets and the earning powers of the 
respective corporations thus merged. This 
new combination, it is understood, will be 
called the United States Consolidated 
Steel Company. It will have a total cap- 
italization of $1,100,000,000. Of this $300,- 
000,000 will be 5 per cent general mortgage 
bonds, $400,000,000 will be 7 per cent stock 
and $400,000,000 will be common stock. The 
charter of the company, which has been 
prepared under the special guidance of 
William Nelson Cromwell, who promoted 
the National Tube Company, will be filed 
it is said, at Trenton, N. J., today (Mon- 
day). 

Stocks of the companies to be merged 
will be taken in_at high figures and yes- 
terday afternoork the Waldorf-Astoria be- 
came a sort of minature and subdued 
stock exchange, where John W. Cates 
and his friends bid well above the mar- 
ket price for the securities of the corpora- 
tions which the United States Consoli- 
dated Company ds expected to acquire.

DFCKS CLEARED 


FOR FINAL FICHT 


Fierce Struggle Belween House 
and Senate This Week, 


PHILIPPINES IN. SENATE 


Extended Debate Is Likely Over the | 
Spooner Amendment Giving the 
President Plenary Power. 
Many Bills Still in - 
Conference, 


Washington, February 2.—The last 
week of this congress in the house will 
be mainly occupied with conference re- 
ports on the appropriation bills and the 
other numerdus measures now being 
fought over by the managers of the two 
houses, The last of the general ap- 
propriation bills went to the senate on 
Thursday and the house has its decks 
pretty well cleared for the final contests 
with the senate. Some of these-strug- 
gles probably will be exceedingly flerce, 
but when it comes down to actual work 


the house, although a large and unwieldy 
body ordinarily, can dispose of business 
under its rules with much greater celerity 
than the senate. 

No New Bills. 

The last six days of the session are sus- 
pension days and it is always possible 
to bring the house to a vote on any propo- 
sition under’ a motion to suspend, the 
rules, which provides for only twenty 
minutes’ debate upon a side. The time 
has practically gone by for the passage 
of new bills, although an attempt doubt- 
less will be made to secure action on the 
bills to promote the efficiency of the rev- 
enue cutter service and to create a stand- 
ardizing bureau. Beyond these and a few 
small bills_of local importance no effort 
will be made to put through any new 
bills, The leaders know that it would be 
a waste of time to send-any further gen- 
eral legislation to the senate at this stage 
of the session and their efforts will be 
directed to clearing up matters in dispute 
between the two houses. It probably will 
be necessary to hold night sessions during 
the latter part of the week and both 
houses will sit next Sunday to continue 
the legislative day of Saturday, which 
expires at noon March 4th. 

Senate Forecast. 

The army appropriation bill will re- 
ceive the attention of the senate during 
the early part of the present week, and 
when it is disposed of another appropri- 
ation bill will be taken up. It is probable 
that the army bill will be debated at 
length, especially upon the Philippine 
amendment and the amendment relating 
to Cuba, if the latter is introduced cs 
proposed, These amendments, or either 
of them, quite certainly will be made ths 
basis of a number of speeches, as they 
will serve to open up the entire question 
of the relations of the United States to 
the islands which this country came into 
control of through the war with Spain. 
It is hoped that the sundry civil bill 
will be reported by the time the army 
bill is disposed of so that it may be taken 
up next. If it is not in shape to be con- 
sidered the river and harbor bill probably 
will receive attention. The general de- 
ficiency bill is likely to be the last of 


the appropriation bills to be acted on. 

Conference reports will be made from 
time to time during the week. Some of 
these will create considerable discussion. 
The conferees on the war revenue reduc- 
tion bill expect to make their report dur- 
ing the week. 

Many Bills in Conference 

Of the appropriation bills. only two, the 
pension and the urgency deficiency, have 
been signed by the president. Both houses 
have passed executive, Indian, District of 
Columbia, naval, agricultural, fortifica- 
tions, postoffice and diplomatic bills, ani 
they are in varying states of conference. 
The army bill and the river and harbor, 
sundry civil and general deficiency bills 
still remain entirely unacted on by the 
senate. It is not believed that much gen- 
eral legislation will be accomplished dur- 
ing the week, but a great many private 
bills will be passed. The probabilities 
are all against getting up the Nicaragua 

ill.

ard silver dellars: No action has been 
taken on them, however. 


Revenue Legislation. 

Revenue legislation has been confined 
to an effort to reduce the war revenue 
taxation. The house bill reduced reve- 
nue about $40,000,000, the chief reductions 
being on. beer, and the removal of the 
stamp taxes on .bank checks, telegrams, 
commercial paper, life insurance policies, 
proprietary medicines and many other 
articles. In the senate an entirely new 
substitute was passed. This materially 
changed the house rates, adding reduc- 
tions on tobacco and restoring the tax 
on bank checks. This measure is still in 
conference between the two houses. 

The act aaportioning to the. several 
states their representation in the house 
of representatives followed as a result 
of the twelfth census. The representation 
is fixed at 386 members, or twenty-nine 
more than in the present house, 

As a result of the Booz inquiry, hazing 
at ‘West Point has received attention at 
the present session, The senate adopted 
anti-hazing provisions in the military 
academy appropriation bill. This aroused 
a counter movement, however, and it 
will remain for the tast days of the ses- 
sion to determine just what restrictions 
on hazing are to be imposed. 

A bill appropriating $5,000,000 for govern- 
ment participation and aid in the Louisi- 
ana purchase exposition is pending and is 
lkely to become a law. 


Gereral Measures Enacted. 


Among other general measures enacted 
during this congress are those giving ‘‘free 
homes’’ on the public lands acquired from 
the ‘‘free 
homes act,’”’ providing a system of extra- 
dition for insular possessions under which 
C. F. W. Neely was extradited to Cuba 
for alleged postal frauds; authorizing the 
“ageregating’’ of pension liabilities and 
increasing to $250 the allowance to widows 
in certain cases, on the lines of recom- 
mendations by the Grand Army of the 
Republic; authorizing the appointment of 
Charles A. Boutelle, a veteran member 
of congress, as captain on the retired list 
of the navy; providing for the centennial 
celebration of the establishment of the 
permanent seat of government at Wash- 
ington; extending the mining laws to 
Saline lands; providing a criminal code 
of laws for Alaska; allowing employees 
or navy yards, arsenals, etc., fifteen days’ 
annual leave. 

Charges of treason were made against 
Delegate Wilcox, of Hawali, but, on in- 
quiry by the house committee, the dele- 
gate was upheld in the right to his seat 
on the ground that the charges referred 
to action prior to the Hawalian territorial 
act. At the first session Brigham H. Rob- 
erts, of Utah, was expelled from the house 
after an excifing contest; ‘Senator Quay, 
of Pennsylvania, was refused a seat in the 
senate on the appointment of Governor 
Stone; sensational charges against Sena- 
tor Clark, of Montana, were investigated 
by a senate committee; the exciting min- 
ing riots in the Coeur d’Alene district of 
Idaho were investigated by a committee 
of the house. 

Important Bills Fail. 

Four important measures, the Nica- 
ragua canal bill, the Pacific cable bill, 
the oleomargarine bill and the ship sub- 
sidy bill are not likely to pass this con- 
gress. The canal bill which passed the 
house authorized expenditures of $140,000,- 
000, with a present appropriation of $10,- 
000,000. The measure was favorably re- 
ported to the senate, but owing to the 
complications arising over the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty the senate has not 
considered the bill and it is likely to be 
one of the measures to die with the con- 
gress. 

The ship subsidy bill has been an active 
subject of controversy in the present con- 


| gress and particularly in the senate the 


contest has been long and bitter. The 
house has taken no action on the bill 
pending the contest in the senate, so that, 
according to present indications the bill 
will not have a parliamentary status as 
having passed either branch of congress. 

The Pacific cable bill passed the senate 
at the first session and has been pending 
in the house since. It provided for a 
cable to Hawaii and the Philippines, un- 
der government management. The Dill 
as reported to the house was favorable 
to private construction of the cable. The 
house has failed to act, however, and the 
prospects are that the measure will fail. 
The eleomargarine bill which passed in 
the house places a tax of 10 cents per 
pound on, oleomargarine when colored in 
imitation of butter. However, the bill 
has met sharp opposition in the senate. 

No Anti-Trust Law. 

Quite a number of other measures of 
general legislation, more or less im- 
portant, will expire with the end of the 
congress after having secured a certain 
degree of .consideration.. These include 
the joint resolution proposing a consti- 
tutional amendment for the election of 
United States senators by the vote of the 
people, which was passed in the house,

STATESMEN WERE HUSTLED 


Extracts from Confessional Rules 
Read in Attempt To Brand 
Catholics ‘with Immorality.. 
Matters Are Driftng 
Toward Dissolut'on. 


Vienna, February 24.—It is feared that 
matters in the Austrian reichsrath are 
drifting toward another dissolution and 
the probable filling of all important 
posts by military officers. Yesterday 
Herren Schoenerer and Wolf interpellated 
the government on matters connected 
with the confessional. 

The chamber went into secret session 
and then amid a storm of clerical pro- 
tests, copious extracts from the confes- 
siohal ‘rules and the questions of St. 
Alphonus of Tigouri were read ovt. 
These extracts had been contained in 
the interpellation by Herr Schoenerer, 
his object being to get them placed on 
the minutes of the house and thus to 
brand the Catholics with immorality. 
But the president of the reichsrath re- 
fused to allow the interpellation to be 
read except in secret session. : 

The’ clericals loaded the Schoenerer 
party with opprobrious epithets and 
threatened them with bodily chastise- 
ment. Fists were clinched and members 
were hustled, the situation bordering on 
a free fight. The pan-Germans kept 
shouting, “Away with Rome.” 

Finally Dr. Scheicher got a hearing 
and assured the house that the transla- 
tions of the book were inaccurate and 
further that it never got into the hands 
of young people. 

‘The statement quieted the reichsrath, 
which resolved to erase the whole inter- 
pellation from the minutes. 


A Lawyer’s Shrewd Client. 


New York Sun: ‘Permit me to congrat- 
ulate you,” said a certain lawyer noted 
for his success in bankruptcy proceedings 
as well as for the big “fees he charged, 
addressing one of his clients, a_ short, 
stout man with a Roman nose and curly 
black hair. 

“W hat for?’’ inquired the anxious client. 

“‘Because your petition for your dis- 
char~- as a bankrupt has been approved 
by the court and all of your debts have 
been wiped out—that is, all except one,’’ 
replied the lawyer. 

“What one remains?’’ 
the client, 

“The only debt that remains, the only 
one that you can still be compelled to 
pay, is the remainder of my fee for hav- 
ing you made a bankrupt. It’s only a 
trifle of $500," said the lawyer with a 
smile. “You know that your discharge 
as a bankrupt only relieved you of those 
debts which were included in your sched- 
ule of Habilities.”’ 

“‘Have the discharge papers been signed, 
and am I really a poor, unfortunate, 
disgraced bankrupt?” asked the client, 
as he caressed his nose with his right 
hand. . 

“You are a bankftpt,’’ responded the 
lawyer, ‘‘and cannot be compelled to pay 
any of the debts except my little fee.”’ 

“And I must pay another $500 to you for 
having me made a miserable bankrupt?” 
inquired the stout man with some show 
of emotion. 

“That’s about the way the case now 
stands,’’ impatiently replied the lawyer. 

“You may recollect,’’ remarked the new 
bankrupt, “‘that I asked you to leave a 
little room on the end of the paper on 
which you wrote the name of my credit- 
ors, so that I could add to the list any 
others that I might happen to think of." 

“Yes, yes; I remember that incident.” 
retorted the lawyer “but it is too late 
to make any additions to that list now.” 

“I don’t want to change it. Every one 
of my creditors will find his name and 
the exact amount of his claim on that 
list. Every one is there.’’ 

“Then pay me my $500 and let us close 
this transaction,’’ exclaimed the weary 
lawyer. 

“We will,”” remarked the bankrupt as 
he slipped on the little finger of his fat 
hand a diamond ring, ‘‘but let me explain 
myself, After you filed the Hst of my 
creditors with the other law papers I 
went back to the court and just added 
your name to the schedule of my debts. 
If you will look at the list you will find 
that the court has discharged me from 
my $500 indebtedness to you, Lawyer 
Highprice.’’ 

3efore the lawyer had recovered from 
the shock the newly-discharged bankrupt 
pulled from one of his. pockets a huge 
diamond horseshoe pin, fastened it in 
nis neck scarf and left the "lawyer's of- 
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but has remained unacted upon by the 
senate, and bills to establish the depart- 
ment of commerce and industry, to en- 
dow state schools of mining with a por- 
tion of the proceeds of public land sales, 
authorizing the president to appoint a 
commission to study the commercial and 
industrial conditions of China and Japan, 
and to regulate trusts and other organi- 
zations in restraint of trade. Besides the 
anti-trust bill, passed by the house and 
acted upon by the senate, a resolution 
proposing a constitutional amendment 
giving congress more ample power to deal 
with trusts, was defeated in the house. 
Another measure defeated in the branch 
where it originated was that defining the 
power of injunction and limiting the au- 
thority of the federal courts to issue this 
process. 

Much of the time of the senate has been 
occupied on the important treaties con- 
sidered behind closed doors. These in- 
cluded the Hay-Pauncefote treaty neu- 
tralizing the Nicaraguan canal; treaties. 
with Great Britain and Germany dissolv- 
ing the tripartite agreement on Samoa 
and dividing the islands; commercial re- 
ciprocity treaties with France, Germany, 
Argentine Republic, Nicaragua and with 
Great Britain respecting the various Brit- 
ish colonies of the West Indies. 

Hay-Pauncefote Treaty. 

The Hay-Pauncefote treaty was ameni- 
ed to permit the United States to adopt 
measures of military protection for the 
canal afid returned to Great Britain. The 
final action of that governement will have 
to be made known before the present con- 
gress expires if the treaty is to be ef- 
fective. 

The various reoiprocity treaties have 
not received the attention at the hands 
of the senate that was desired by those 
who negotiated them and by the numer- 
ous foreign governments interested. They 
comprise all the treaties mcue under the 
reciprocity section of the Dingley tariff, 
and the inaction of the senate on these 
treaties appears to terminate the pro- 
tracted negotiations which have been 
carried on by foreign governments on the 
subject of reciprocity by treaty. 

Another treaty considered and ratified 
by the senate is that purchasing of Spee 
for $100,000 several small islands north of 
the Philippine group which were omitted 


from the .acquisition of the treaty of |

JOTH PROMINENT IN STATE 


General Winfield Scott Perry, For- 
merly of Georgia, and General 
Thomas Jackson, a Ken- 
tuckian, Are Now Dan- 
gerously Ill, 


Louisville, Ky., February 24.—(Special.) 
News comes from Bowling Green, in the 
southern part of the state, that General 
Winfield Scott Perry, formerly of Geor- 
gia, is slowly dying of a general giving 
away of the vital forces. At one time a 
ks ago it was believed that he 
could not last many days or hours, but 
a temporary rally brought him out of 

e crisis and gave the old veteran an- 

ther, though a fleeting, lease on life. 

General Perry has made his home in 
Kentucky for years. In Bowling Green, 
until failing health and advanced age 
drove him into retirement, he held a 
chair in Ogden college. He was beloved 
alike by students and townspeople. Dur- 
ing the war between the states he com- 
manded a brigade of Georgia troops, 
serving first under Longstreet. He par- 
ticipated in the final campaigns around 
Richmond, and was with Lee at the 
time of the surrender to Grant. He 
moved to Bowling Green in the early 
seventies. His family consists of a wife 
and three charming daughters. 

Another ex-confederate. Brigadier Gen- 
eral Thomas Jackson, is lying dangerous- 
ly ill at his home near this city. Like 
Perry, General Jackson saw the hard 
fighting in Virginia in '64-5. He had been 
a colonel of Kentucky volunteers in the 


“war with Mexico. When hostilities broke 


out in 1861 he organized a regiment in 
this section for service against the north, 
but was later given command of a bri- 
gade enlisted in the valley of Virginia. 
His death and the death of General 
Perry will leave only four confederate 
generals in this state—Ex-Governor S8. 
B.Buckner, Basil Duke,who led Morgan’s 
men after the death of the great raider; 
Ex-Chief Justice Joseph H. Lewis, the 
last commander of the “Orphan Bri- 
gade,”” and H. B. Lyon, at present a 
member of the general assembly. Both 
Buckner and Lewis are in their eighties. 
Buckner is one of the seven surviving 
lieutenant generals in the whole south, 
while Duke is the last of the great group 
of cavalry commanders made up origi- 
nally of Stewart, Morgan, Terry, For- 
rest and Duke.

Such a state of 
affairs would indeed have been impossi- 
ble had, not the. syccession of unprece- 
dented events which itmmédiately pre- 
ceded and followed that memorable trag- 
edy so inflamed ‘partisan hatred and 
sectional animus and so satiated the 
public with fresh excitements that al- 
most anything might be expected to 

n. 

As a matter of fact almost everything 
has happened. <A year ago W. 8. Tay- 
lor was acting if not actual governor 
of Kentucky. Charles Finley and Ca- 
leb Powers, young mountain politicians, 
and prominent state officials, were his 
chief Heutenants. The three composed 
an all-powerful triumvirate in their own 
party. Today Taylor and Finlev are 
is 
under a sentence of life imprisonment 
for his share in the assassination of 
Goebel. 

The fact that men in the high councils 
of the republican party in Kentucky 
were charged .with concocting the con- 
spiracy to slay Goebel induced the repub- 
lican press in the state and out of it to 
proclaim that the prosecution and inves- 
tigation of the crime was being conduct- 
ed with a view to coining political cap- 
ital for the democrats. The cry of “‘per- 
secution”’ was so persistently circulated, 
and in some quarters so firmly believed, 
that an extraordinary condition of af- 
fairs resulted. This condition still pre- 
valls. In no other state save Kentucky, 
and at no other time in Kentucky save 
now, would men indicted for complicity 
in as foul a crime as the murder of 
Goebel be openly given protection and 
comfort inside the boundaries of this 
commonwealth and in adjoining states. 
It seems incredible, but it is true. To il- 
lustrate: 

Taylor and Finley are accused of being 
prime movers in the plot of assassina- 
tion. Both are under indictment. 
Against Taylor the most damning of evi- 
dence has been offered. But the two 
men are as safe from arrest or prosécu- 
tion at their present refuge in the state 
capital of Indiana as they could possibly 
care to be. Taylor is the agent for a 
life insurance company, with the state 
as his territory. Finley practices law 
and publishes a paper called “The Rough 
Rider.’’ Extradition papers for their 
return to Kentucky are not honored by 
}the governor of Indiana, and the local 
authorities cannot touch them. 


Equally powerless are the o 
law in Franklin county, where ~ ge a 
occurred, to reach two others of the in- 
dicted men. These are ex-Representative 
Berry Howard and Captain John 1f,. 
Powers. neither of whom has left the 
state since being accused. Indeed neither 
has ever felt impelled to leave his home 
in the mountains. 

For in the mountains they have a haven 
of refuge and sympathy. There the-- are 
hailed as heroes by a great majority of 
the populace. Howard, guarded by a 
picked squad of feud fighters, may be 
seen almost any day in his haunts on 
Straight creek, in Harlan county. Often 
he visits’ Middlesboro, the largest town ‘n 
East Kentucky. Last fall, mounted and 
armed, he rode at the head of a repub- 
lican campaign procession in Pineville, 
Bell county, He is in business and says 
he is making money.

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SEEK TO BETRAY 
CAUSE OF CUBA 


Senor Gomez Says That An- 
nexationists Ate Traitor, 


Declares That Half.a Million Amer- 
icans Will Be Needed To Con- 
quer Island—A Great Cel- 
ebration of Independ- 
ence Day. 


Havana, February 25.—Independence 
Day was celebrated with processions, 
mass meetings and general demonstra- 
tions of rejoicing. This morning there 
was a parade of 10,000 school children 
bearing Cuban flags. They were re- 
ceived by prominent politicians. General 
and Mrs. Wood were showered with flow- 
ers by the children as they passed. 

The republican party held a meeting 
in the Tacon theater. Senor Capote, 
who presided, said there was never more 
need than now to be quiet. The United 
States was the only country that had 
helped Cuba in her time of trouble and 
he did not believe that the Washington 
government was now deceiving the ’Cu- 
bans. The work of intervention was 
long and difficult, but, in his opinion, 
everything would be settled satisfactorily 
to the people of the island. 

Senor Zayas gave a revolutionary tone 
to his remarks by asserting that the 
present Cuban leaders should imitate the 
martyrs of the past. He declared that 
the “trick which the Americans have 
been playing upon the Cubans ifs the 
cause of the non-development of the 
island.”’ He predicted that the end of 
{tall would be dissatisfaction, adding 
that independence could only be attained 
by the machetes of liberators. ‘‘Cuba,”’ 
he exclaimed, ‘“‘should be preserved for 
the glories of the Latin race.”’ 

Senor Juan Gaulberto Gomez arraigned 
the advocates of annexation as traitors 
to the cause of Cuba. He said he had 
more faith in independence than he had 
in 1895 and that the United States could 
not rob Cuba of independence unless 
by a force of 500,000 men. Speaking of 
the future relations between Cuba ang 
the United States, he said that this 
matter was only a mere detail; that all 
the important principles were embodied 
in the constitution and that in spite of 
recent declarations to the contrary, he 
believed everything would be settled in 
conformity with Cuba’s demand for in- 
dependence in the near future. 

At the meeting of the national party 
the speakers were Senor Bravo, Senor 
La Cret and Senor Alfredo Zayas, the 
last named opposing the proposal to 
grant the United States naval stations 
in Cuba,

ATTENDANCE QUITE LARGE 


Mardi Gras Was Grander This 
“Year Than Ever, and All the 
Places of Business Were 
Satisfied with the 
Results. 


New Orleans, February . 2.—(Special.)— 
Carnival week in New Orleans means a 
suspension in nearly every line of busi- 
ness. With practically only two busi- 
ness days during the week, Wednesday 
and Thursday, there was almost com- 
plete stagnation in commerce and politics 
and everything else except enjoyment. 
The carnival itself is universally pro- 
nounced the most successful ever given 
here. There was the largest attendance 
of visitors ever known, mainly from the 


north and people of great wealth, and the 


weather was ideal. All go away pleased, 
and the home pecple—that is, the hotels, 
stores, restaurants, etc.—say that they 
have taken in more money than ever be- 
fore. 

It is pronounced also an exceptionally 
orderly carnival, with only one killing, 
one wounding, not a serious accident and 
fewer arrests than during ordinary week 
days. At the same time, it is realizea 
that the throwing of confetti, which was 
revived after a prohibition of many years, 
is a dangerous practice, almost certain to 
lead to riot and disturbances. Mayor 
Capdevelle recognized this, and, after 
‘granting a permit to sell the confetti, 
withdrew it, but too late. It will not be 
renewed for future carnivals. 

Among the visitors to the carnival were 
Colonel Alex McClure, of The Philadelphia 
Times. While here he, Governor Heard, 
of Louisiana, and Governor Longino, of 
Mississippi, lunched together, and the 
Philadelphia editor used such perguasive 
arguments that he induced the two gov- 
ernors to promise to attend the presiden- 
tial inauguration with their staffs. Alli 
three went further, and a proposition was 
made that all the southern governors at- 
tend the inauguration in a body.

The purchase of the New Orleans. and 
Northwestern by the Texas and Pacific 
has given the latter a short line to St. 
Louis and made it all the more inter- 
estedi in the port of New Orleans. It has, 
as a consequence, contracted for the con- 
struction here of the largest grain ele- 
vator in the south. Mr. Gould will ar- 
range, it is understood, for the estab- 
lishment of a steamship line between New 
Orleans and New York, with Mr. How- 
ard Gould as manager. Heretofore the 
railroad has been operated to disadvan- 
tage by the fact that it had to handle 
its business over the steamers of an op- 
position road, the Southern Pacific. 

The gathering in New Orleans of repre- 
sentatives of all the express companies 
doing business in. the south indicates that 
they are somewhat distressed over recent 
railroad consolidations in this. section. 
Since the express representatives insisted 
that they were down here on no special 
business, there is no room to doubt that 
the conference was an important one. The 
express companies declare that they made 
no combine or consolidate and express the 
belief that the railroads will make no at- 
tempt to handle their own express busi- 
ness, but they are apparently somewhat 
uneasy on.that point. 

Gets Her Own Back. 


By the expiration of the wharf lease 
New Orleans will in a few weeks come 
into ownergabjp and control of its wharves 
which it hag not had for twenty vears. 
Under municipal contr@ the wharves 
got into a thoroughly bad condition and 
the mismanagement was so great that the 
city was glad to lease them to a company, 
and the lease has been renewed from time 
to time. They will now go ingo the hands 
of the port commission and will be man- 
aged in the interest of the commerce of 
the city. It will be possible to reduce 
the wharf and port charges one-half or 
more. There was talk at first of making 
the wharves absolutely free, but this idea 
has been finally abandoned, although only 
enough will be charged to maintain the 
. Wharves in good condition. This is an 
important step in the direction of muni- 
cipal] ownership, to which the present city 
a is pledged. Another impor- 

mut step is in the matter of lighting. 
The contract with the Edison Electric 

Company for lighting the city expires in 

few weeks. It is proposed then the city 
shail do its own lighting in future. This 
can be done with only little difficulty. for 
the drainage plant can supply all the elec- 
tricity needed at a minimum cost, for the 
pumping stations are opvrated by elec- 
tricity. The probabilities are that this 
arrangement will be made amd that the 
city will do tts own lighting in future and 
at far less cost than ever before.

Picture of Horrors Not Known in 
South Carolina Painted, 


INVESTIGATION 1S RIGID 


Convict Lease System in Anderson 
County Has Caused the People 
of South Carolina To Be- 


gin Hard Work To Sup- 
press the Evil. 


Charleston, 8. C., February 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—When the gra@hd jury of Anderson 
county makes its presentments to the spe- 
cial term of court on March 7th; in which 
the true facts of the slavery conditions 
wil] be made known it is believed that dis- 
closures will be of such a sensationa) na- 
ture as to cause blood of men ard women 


to boil with indignation. All the wéek > 


the grand jury has been working quietly 
under orders from the court and informa- 
tion is being gathered which will make 
a picture of horrors hot known in South 
Carolina. Judge Benet talked from the 
shoulder. He did noi make hints, but he 
produced such evidence that the jury 
was forced to go deep with its investiga- 
tion, and the punishment will have to gO 
where it, belongs. Reports have been 
printed that many people high in author!i- 
ty will have their linen soiled before the 
investigation is ended. The convict lease 
syetem has been known to be a2 subterfuge 
for other things, and silently, but surely 
the facts are coming to light: Anderson 
county, it is said, is not the only section 
of this state where the same conditions 
are said to exist, and after the first for- 
mal action in Anderson an investigation 
will be demanded for other counties 
where convicts are leased. The most as- 
tounding feature connected with the 
whole affair is the seizing of negroes on 
faked charges, sending them to a magis- 
trate, and subsequentiy committing them 
to the stocks where they have to suffer, 
when, by a fajr trial, they would have 
been freed. Judge Benet also spoke of 


| the women and children who have been 


traded as slaves, and mentioned the pun- 
ishment dealt to these unfortunate 
wretches. The trouble will be ended for 
once and all, and the greatest public in- 
terest will follow the presentment of the 
grand jury. The conditions were so bad 
that the matter could not be delayed 
to the next regular term of court, and 
J-vdge Benet will return to Anderson in 
March to Lear the closing chapters of the 
slave trading horrors. 


Vagrant Negroes Make Trouble. 

The authorities in Charleston are giving 
serious consideration to the problem of 
dealing with 10,000 vagrant negroes who 
are thriving here without working. The 
number has been variously estimated, and 
& negro newspaper man has put the limit 
at ten thousand. These idlers seem to 
rrosper, and yet they have never been 
known to work. They live on the fruits 
of others, and they make up the army of 
black law breakers, which Keep the police 
in hot water from day to day. About two 
years ago the city began the enforcement 
of the vagrant law and about 200 negroes’ 
were sent to jail, with as many more skip- 
ping out of town.. The regroes arrested 
had to serve a term of thirty days, which 
was the limit of the sentence, and when 
the term was up they were thrown back 
to their old haunts and allowed to.carry 
on the same loafing career. Those who 
got frightened and skipped came back 
in time, and I{ke all reforms the vagrancy 
law blew over. 

There are theusands of black idlers 
here who are personally known to the 
police, but no serious effort is made to 
chase them. While realizing the impor- 
tance of the situation and admitting that 
the conditons are rapidly growing more 
ferious, nothing is being done, and the 
‘dlers are stealing and robbing to keep 
elive, where they’ cannot obtain food and 
money by more quiet means. The out- 
look is by no means encouTaging. 

Moved by the importance of getting in 


| better shape for an exposition, which is 


scheduled to begin here in December next, 
the hotel and restaurant people are mak- 
ing greater efforts to be prepared for the 
event. The plan of building a magnifi- 
cent hotel on the Battery is still under 
way and has a good chance of being 
finally erected. The subscriptions thus 
far have been large, and the promoters 
are naturally encouraged. The old St. 
Charles hotel, made into a new build- 
ing, will shortly be opened under thename 
of the Argyle, and an Atlanta’ woman, 
Mrs. Rosa Lawton Douglas, has purchased 
the Mills house and will convert it irito 
a modern apartment hotel, Several tem- 
porary hotels, on the plan of those in 
Atlanta during the exposition there, will 
be erected, and altogether the city will 
be prepared to handle the crewds. New 
restaurants are being opened, and with 
the approaching exposition and the mov- 
ing of a naval station to Charleston the 
business people are strong in the belief 
that better times for the old city are at 
hand. 


Breeding Game Cocks. 


The breeding of thoroughbred game 
cocks for the Mexican and other mar- 
kets, which has become an established 
industry in South Carolina, is yielding 
splendid returns, and there is an in- 
creased demand for the Carolfna strains. 
Some of the best known birds in the 
country are raised in Barnwell county, 
where the celebrated Mugwumps breed, 
and the price brought by these fighters 
in Mexico is enormous. There are many 
other Carolina birds which command 
a. fine price, and at times there is a 
greater demand for manly chickéns than 
can be readily filled. Orders are placed 
months ahead, and as fast as the birds 
reach the age when they can enter the 
pit they are shipped away to make rec- 
ords and earn money. A great many of 
the Carolina chickens have been in 
scores of engagements and have won 
sums of money which the ordinary person 
would look on with amazement. There 
is a nice profit in the business, but with 
many breeders it is a fancy more than 
a desire to make money. The laws in 
South Carolina permit cock fighting un- 
der certain conditions, and mains are 
fought constantly. The fights, however, 
are qiuetly arranged and carried out, 
and in this way the public horror is not 
aroused, and the events are not an- 
nounced outside of the sporting frater- 
nitv. The best known cock pit in the 
state is only ten miles from Charleston, 
and thousands of dollars have changed 
hands there on the good work of a gaff.

Colorado Man May Be Post- 
master General, 


HE IS A PET OF MPRINLE'S 


Out in the Centennial State the Sen- 
ator Whose Term Is Nearing 
Its Close Now Out of the 
Game Wholly, Say 
His Old Friends.

Washington, February 24.—(Special.)— 
The activity which Senator Wolcott. of 
Colorago. has manifested during the de- 
bates on the postoffice appropriation bill 
has given rise to a renewal of the rumor 
that he may be asked into the cabinet, 
the position for which he is now slated 
by the gossips being that of postmaster 
general. Senator Wolcott goes out on the 
4th of March and the indications in Colo- 
rado are that he will never again be able 
to secure a place in public life by the 
grace of popular favor. Because of this 
and. because of a warm friendship which 
President McKinley feels toward him 
there have been several suggestions as to 
the possibility of his being offered a high 
Place at the hands of the chief executive. 
He twas talked of as a possibility for at- 
torney general, then as the most likely 
man who would be sent abroad in case of 
vacancy in any of the embassies, and 
now it is the postmaster generalship. 

Will Mr. Smith Retire? 


While Charles Emory Smith has stated 
that he had been invited to remain in 
the cabinet, and would do so, it is not 
regarded probable that he will remain 
during all of the second McKinley ad- 
ministration. His own inclinations are be- 
lieved to be to return to newspaper and 
literary work and if Senator Quay and 
his adherents can-in any way give him a 
little jolt to help along that inclination 
they will be glad to do so. The Quay ivc- 
tory makes a difference in the political 
situation in Pennsylvania, for Quay 4s 
senator is a person more to be reckoned 
with than Quay out of office and making 
a hard fight to get back in. However, 
President McKinley is fond of Mr. Smith 
and would dowabtiess refuse to consider the 
efforts of the Quay people to oust him, 
The pretty well authenticated report that 
the new attorney general is to come from 
Pennsylvania is, however, a bit of cir- 
cumstantial evidence which cabinet 
guessers do not overlook. They consider 
it extremely unlikely that the president 
would have in his cabinet two_men from 
Pennsylvania, for any length of time at 
least, and they believe that if Mr. Knox 
comes in, Mr, Smith will eventually step 
out. In at case there would be this 
opening for Senator Wolcott. who would, 
in all probability. like to have the place. 
He might prefer to be secretary of the 
interior, for that would be more in line 
with the interests of the west and matters 
with which he has been most closely con- 
nected, and that, too, is a possibility of 
the future, for it is pretty well understood 
that. there is no very strong cry for the 
retention of the present secretary. Mr. 
Hitchecck?” 

Extra Session Is Certain. 

An extra session of congress has been 
determined upon by the president, unless 
the information I have received direct 
from the white house is at fault. There 
has been so much speculation on this sub- 
ject during the past two or three weeks 
that some of the senators and representa- 
tives who are usually considered unques- 
tionable authority on administration 
movements have been unable to settle in 
their own minds what the actual situation 
on this subject is. For instance, certain 
senators and representatives who visitea 
the white house came away under the 
impression that an extra session would 
surely be called. Equally reliable con- 
gressmen on the same day left the white 
house convinced in their own minds that 
no occasion wag likely to arise to war- 
rant the calling of an extra session, Thus 
a game of shuttlecock and battledore has 
been made of this subject, which has oc- 
casigned so much comment. 

Senator T. C. Platt, of New York, gave 
me the first definite statement as to the 
president's intentions. The New York 
senator had just returned from his wife's 
funeral. He called at the white house to 
consult the president on various matters 
of public business, and, incidentally, 
brought up the subject of the possibility 
of an extra session. He told the presi- 
dent very frankly that he had a personal 
interest in ascertaining the likelihood of 
an extra session of congress, because he 
desired to adjust his movements in the 
near future to suit existing conditions. 
The president reviewed at considerable 
length the unfinished work of congress, 
and also dwelt wpon the importance of 
some definite action by congress looking 
to the establishment of a more satisfac- 
tory policy with regard to Cuba. So fully 
impressed was Senator Platt by the pres- 
ident’s positive statements that the New 
York senator informed me that an extra 
session seems inevitable, and he was ad- 
vised to make hiés business and personal 
arrangements accordingly. 

Gallinger Was Told So, Too. 

The same day Senator Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire, also had a conference with 
tthe president about public business, and 
during the interview the subject of an 
extra session was discussed. Senator 
Gallinger substantially confirmed ail that 
Senator Platt had said, and stated, with- 
out qualification, that he was convinced 
that the president has determined to call 
congress together in extraordinary ses- 
sion. 

Naturally these positive stateménts 
from two well informed and thorough- 
yly ‘practical men occasioned considerable 
criticism among those friends of the ad- 
ministration who have strongly protested 
against the calling of an extra session. A 
number of leading republicans in and out 
of congress have advised the president 
of the unwisdom, from a political stand- 
point, of such a course, and they have en- 
deavored to convince him that the condi- 
tions of the public business are not such 
as to justify immediate action on the 
Cuban question. Some of these gentlemen 
go so far as to insinuate that there may 
be something more than the considera- 
tion of the Cuban question which prompts 
the president to call an extra session of 
congress soon after the 4th of March. 

A member of congress who is usually 
well informed on pwhblic questions is au- 
thority for the statement that ‘‘while 
the Cuban question may be the basis of 
the call for an extra session, one of the 
main objects in view is to secure, if pos- 
sible, definite action on the ill-fated ship 
subsidy Dbill.”’ Plausibility in that belet 
may be found in a brief recital of a few 
aR secrets bearing upon the shipping

the distinguished chairman of the sen-

can merchant marine. Wo one questions 
his honesty and integitty in behalf of 
the building up of American commerce. 
It has been one of the ambitions of his 
public career to place upon the statute 
books a law for the encouragement of 
the building of American ships and the 
carrying of American commerce under 
the American. flag. Long before Senator 
Hanna came in prominence, Senator 
Frye repeatedly forced this questi6n upon 
the attention of congress, 

So earnest’ and ‘sincere has been his 
advocacy of thig measure that some of 
his friends intimate that he entertained 
a feeling of resentment against those of 
his own party who have indirectly stayed 
the progress of the shipping bill during 
the present session of congress. It .s 
asserted that he has on more than one 
occasion manifested a feeling of chagrin 
and displeasure at the course of some 
of his republican associates on the com- 
merce committee. After they had voted 
with him in committee to report the bill 
favorably to the senate, it was but fair 
for him to assume that the measure 
would receive their loyal support when 
it came up for consideration. While it 
it true that the republicans have stood 
together in favor of the bill whenever a 
test of party strength was made, no di- 
rect vote on the-bill has been reached. 
The Congressional Record would indi- 
cate that the only opposition to the bill 
comes from democratic and populistic 
sources. Under the surface, however, it 
is known that from ten to fifteen repub- 
lican senators have quietly worked to 
prevent a final vote being reached. Among 
that number are two republican mem- 
bers of the commerce committee. 


Senator Frye is not ignorant of the cir- 
cumstances which have operated to the 
disadvantage of sis pet measure. His 
long experienee in the senate and his fa- 
miliarity with the methods which may 
be successfully employed for or against 
legislation, enables him to size up the 
situation and to locate those who, while 
professing friendship for the measure, 
have given aid and comfort to the oppo- 
sition. 

Frye Is Bitter Some Times. 

It is this feeling of personal bitterness 
which is said to have induced him to 
positively refuse to take charge of the 
river and harbor bill in the senate, The 
Tatter measure is one which always pro- 
vokes widespread criticism and formid- 
able opposition, but Senator Frve has 
always been successful in piloting that 
bill through the senate regardless of the 
rough sailing it encounters, His personal 
popularity on-beth sides of the chamber, 
his ability as a parliamentarian and his 
unblemished integrity as a legislator, 
enables him in many instances to suc- 
ceed where others might have failed. 
His absence from the helm in this in- 
stance may have a disastrous effect upon 
the fate of the pending river and harbor 
bill. When he declined to manage the 
bill from the floor of the senate, he, as 
chairman of the committee, possessed the 
authority to select a_ substitute. He 
passed over Senators McMillan, of Michi- 
gan, and Elkins, of West Virginia, two 
of the ranking members of the commit- 
tee, and designated Senator Nelson, of 
Minnesota, to take charge of the bill. 


There are some doubts expressed by 
those friendly to the measure as to tha 
wisdom of this choice. In view of the 
open hostility to the passage of this bili 
on the part of Senator Frye, it is alleged 
that a better equipped and more exper'i- 
enced leader might have been chosen. 
As a further indication of unfriendliness 
to the bill, it is said that in the event 
of the passage of the bill through the 
senate, Senator Frve will exercise his 
authority as president pro tempore 32f 
the senate and appoint Senator Hanna, 
one of the junior members of the com- 
mittee, as oné of the conferees on the 
part of the senate. In view of Senator 
Hanna's unfriendly declarations against 
the bill both in committee and on the 
floor of the senate, while defending the 
subsidy bill, his selection as one of the 
conferees would naturally inspire the 
friends of the bill with a feeling of fear 
that he might not exert his best efforts 
to carry out their intentions in cofer- 
ence. 


VIRGINIANS AT INAUGURAL. 


Governors of Southern States Are 
Urged To Attend. 

Richmond, Va., Febrvary 24.—(Specia!.)— 
Governor Tyler left for New York today 
on private business. He will be away 
about ten days and will stop in Washing- 
ton on his return to attend the second in- 
auguration of President McKinley. If so 
members of his staff will meet him there. 
The Richmond Howitzers and the five lo- 
cal companies of the Seventieth regiment 
have arranged to attend the inauguration. 

N. F. Thompson, secretary of the 
Southern Industrial Society, has written 
Governor Tyler urging him to attend the 
inaugural ceremonies in Washington on 
the 4th of March. The governors of 
Louisiana and Mississippi and possibly 
several other southern’ states will be 
there. and it is desired that Governor Ty- 
les join them. Mr. Thompson reiterates 
the suggestion made by Colonel A. K. 
McClure, of Philadelphia, while recently 
in New Orleans. “that nothing would 
prove of greater value to the south at 
tihs time, from a material point of view, 
than for the southern governors to attend 
the approaching inaugyration at Washing- 
ton in a body.” 

Governor Tyler hopes to be able to at- 
tend the inaugural. 


GAS WORKS ARE WRECKED. 


One Man Is Killed and Six Are In- 
jured by Explosion. 
Richmond, Va., February 24.—(Specia!.)— 
One man was killed and six others more 
or less seriously injured by an explosion 
today which yartly ‘wrecked the purifying 
department of the city gas works. Morti- 
mer Hogan, employee of the works, was 
killed by being caught under bricks from 
the falling wall. Joseph McCauley was 
badly burned about the face and eyes, 
and so were C. W. King and Dan T. 
Robinson. John 8S. Blunt has his face and 
eyes burned and R. Otway Goodman and 
W. P. Allen were slightly burned, Hogan 
was a native of Ireland, forty-six years 
old, and had been employed at the gas 
works twenty-five years. He leaves a 
wife and seven children. His skull was 
crushed, both legs were broken and his 
body was badly mutilated. All of the

ELECTRIC LINES 


Tracks Are’ To Be Built Out 
of Lexington, 


WILL BE USED FOR FREIGHT 


Truck Farms Can Then Easily St4; 
ply the Markets of Cincinnati, 
Louisville and Many Other 
Large Cities from the 
Town. 


Lexington, Ky., February 2%4.—(Special.) 
Capitalists have declared their willfng- 
ness to make Lexington the center of a 
great system of suburban electric rail- 
ways, and now only the consent and sup- 
port of the people in the smaller towns 
along the prcposed lines stands in the 
way of carrying the scheme to a success- 
ful completion. Men who are willing to 
invest their money in support of their 
judgment declare that the bluegrass re- 
gion is a most suitable place for Such a 
system. Within the radius of twenty 
mibes are half a dozen towns having from 
3,000.to 6,000 people each. The country 
through which the roads will run is the 
richest in the famous limestone region 
of the state, and all of the large crops 
raised would be transported on these sub- 
urban lines. 

The laying of a complete system and the 
making of five counties one great town in 
the heart of the richest farming land in 


shell. The price of land would be vast- 
ly increased, and with a quick methoa 
of transportation for garden truck in 
large quantities, much of the land would 
become @ market garden supplying the 
cities of Louisville and Cincinnati. It is 
estimated that the capital required would 
be from a million to a million and a halt 
dollars. The farmers along the proposed 
lines are enthusiastic and are doing all 
in their power to promote the plan. The 
persistent opposition of the inhabitants ot 
the smalber towns, especially the mer- 
chants, has had the effect of discourag- 
ing those interested in the railway sys- 
tem up to this time, but there is now 
talk of laying a line from Richmond, the 
county seat of Madison county, about 
twenty miles southeast of Lexington, to 
this place, in the face of the opposition of 
many of the citizens of the Madison coun- 
ty town. ‘ 

Surveys have already been made of the 
proposed line, and it has been ascertained 
that the right of way can be purchased 
at @ reasonable rate. while some of it 
will be donated free of charge. The Ken- 
tucky river would have to be crossed at 
Valley View probably, but the generat 
topography of the country is such that 
the construction of a road would require 
but little filling and grading. The Rich- 
mond line is being discussed perhaps more 
than any other, from the fact that its 
value as a carrier of coal and logs into 
Lexington from the Kentucky river would 
make it more valuable than any other 
from the standpoint of freight hauled. 
Lexington is suitably located for large 
furniture factories, lying, as it does, in 
such close .proximity to the mountains. 
Hardwood ‘timber could be floated down 
the Kentucky river, loaded on the electric 
cars and brought into the city at a com- 
paratively small cost. This timber is now 
shipped chiefly to Germany and the ad- 
vent of buyers from Berlin and other 
large cities in the German empire is a 
matter of frequent occurrence here. 

The lines, it is believed, will make Lex- 
ington the great inland town of the state 
and will have the effect of turning it into 
more of a.manufacturing town and less 
of the capital of an agricultural commu- 
nity. The business of the bluegrass woula 
be centered here an@ rapid and imme- 
diate growth would follow. It is the con- 
sideration of these facts that have made 
local promoters so anxious to induce for- 
eign capital to construct such a system, 
and it begins to look as if the realization 
of the hope was near at hand. 


Big Sales of Leaf Tobacco. 


The pre-eminence of Louisville as a 
leaf tobacco market is demonstrated not 
only in the auction sales, but in the pri- 
vate sales as well. Two of the largest 
transactions in leaf known to the trade 
were carried out in Louisville within the 
past week. Fully $200,000 were involved 
and 1,583 hogsheads changed hands. The 
sellers were the Pickett Tobacco Com- 
pany, which disposed of 618 hogsheads, 
and the Louisville Tobacco Company, 
which sold 9965 hogsheads. The Conti- 
nental Tobacco Company purchased the 
entire lot. The tobacco in each case was 
of the variety known as Green River Pry- 
ors of the 1899 crop, and was of an un- 
usttally fine quality. The Pryor is the 
standard of dark tobaccos and is indispen- 
sable in the manufacture of fine smok- 
ing mixtures. It is largely sold abroad 
and commands the best price of the 
Kentucky product. As the 1900 crop was 
small and of poor quality on account ot 
adverse weather conditions, the impor- 
tance of the transaction is Still further 
enhanced. Just what the price was has 
not been given to the public, but it was 
well known to dealers that the leaf was 
being held at $10 a hundred by the re- 
spective owners. The leaf has been re- 
handled at the warehouse and was in 
superb condition. The supposition is that 
$9 was paid, in view of the largeness of 
the purchase. The average weight of a 
hogshead of redried Pryor leaf varies 
from 1,250 to 1,400 pounds, and taking the 
average price as $9 per hundred, the 
price per hogshead would vary from $112.5 
to $136. At the lesser figure the sales 
would amount to $179.000 in round num- 
bers, and at the greater to $215,000. 

There are said to be several hundred 
hogsheads of Pryors still in the hands of 
Louisville warehouse men, and they will 
doubtless be sold as the manufacturers 
require and as the demand continues good. 
All records in dark tobacco were smash- 
ed in January, and February bids fair 
to even exceed the record made by the 
first month of the new century.

Wanted To Be Traded Off. 


The greatest interest has been taken by 
the state at large in the strange proposal 
of the notorious George and John Reeves, 
a requisition for whom, by Governor Dur- 
bin, of Indiana, has been honored b- Gov- 
ernor Beckham. ‘They are sent back to 
Indiana to answer the charge of murder 
committed in that state fifteen years ago. 
They were held in this state on the charge 
of having broken jail and were pardoned 
of that offense in order that they might 
be taken back to Indiana at once. The 
Reeves brothers proposed that they woula 
waive their right to be tried for their 
offenss in this state first and go back 
to Indiana for trial if W. S. Taylor and 
Charles Finley. the men charged with 
complicity in the Goebel murder, were 
sent back to Kentucky by Governor Dur- 
bin on requisition of Governor Beckham. 
Just what the men expected to gain by 
this is not clear and the petition to that 
effect which they sent to the executive 
office was, of course, not considered by 
Governor Beckham. 

The Reeves were sent to the Kentucky 
penitentiary for a long term of years for 
murder, but shortly before their time was 
to expire, with the time allowance for 

ood behavior, they escaped and were not 
beard of until within the last two months. 
They were trusties at the time of their 
escape. The prison authorities held that 
the Reeves had forfeited their right to 
good time by escaping, but Attorney Gen- 
ral Breckinridge ruled differently. .They 
were then held for jail breaking, and had 
not requisition been made for them they 
would doubtless be now serving a sen- 
tence for that offense. After escaping 
from the penitentiary they settled in In- 
diana. hen found by detectives they 
had settled down, abandoned wild hab- 
its and were living as peacefu] and re-

Jacksonville, Fla., February 2%.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The Florida State Association of 
County Commissioners and the State 
Good Roads Association held an important 
joint convention in this city this week. 
The object of the meeting was not alone 
to discuss road-making and kindred sub- 
jects. but to bring several important mat- 
ters before the approaching ligislature. 
This feature of the convention is of wide 
interest throughout the south. The con- 
vention, composed as it Was, of many of 
the leading men in the several counties of 
the state, will have such a strong in- 
fluence before the general assembly that 
it is safe to say the recommendations wil! 
be enacted into laws. To quote from the 
report On proposed legislation will showy 
what legal changes will be fathered py 
the joint association: 

“In reference to the act for working the 
convicts on roads and bridges we tind that 
the first and second sections of the said 
‘act are aiready covered by statute. We 
do not recommend the third section of 
sald act, but with the fourth section of 
sald act we think the intention is good 
and think some law should be enacted to 
provide for the punishment of escaped 
convicts after they are recaptured. We 
think that there should be a law pussed, 
as provided by section 56, that white and 
colored convicts should be kept in sepa- 
rate apartments. 

“In reference to the law drafted by 
Hon. H. W. Long to prevent persons 
operating or running log or timber carts 
injuring the roads, we recommend the 
enactment of a law covering the points 
contained in the proposed statute, making 
it a misdemeanor for so injuring the 
roads. 


Board of Tax Commissioners. 


“In reference to the report of Mr. Dick- 
Son suggesting tlfat a board of commis- 
stoners of taxes. consisting of five per- 
sons, be appointed by the governor for 
the purpose of inspecting the taxable 
property in the several counties and as- 
sessing whatever amount should be due 
upon the said land in the several counties 
for state taxes, and equalizing the same, 
we bélieve that there is a necessity for 
some legislation on that point, and we ap- 
prove the provisions of the proposed 
legislation and believe a statute carefully 
prepared, following the suggestions there- 
in contained, should be enacted by the 
legisjature. Also, we think that a law 
should be enacted, similar to the one sug- 
gested, to appoint an assistant assessor 
in each commissioner's district, who shall 
assist the tax assessor in that particular 
district, both as to assessing real and 
perscenal property and license taxes, mak- 
ing his report to the tax assessor on all 
of these items.”’ ’ 

It was agreed that these matters be re- 
ferred to three competent lawyers of 
Fjiorida to prepare gq bill or bills incor- 
porating these suggestions. Senator W. 
L. Palmer, of Orange county, and Repre- 
sentatives W. K. Zewadski. of Marion, 
and B. H. Palmer. of Columbia, were 
made this committee. 

The following bill creating the board of 
state commissioners of taxes has already 
been drawn: 

“Section 1. There shall be created a 
board of state commissioners of taxes, 
consisting of five members to be appoint- 
ed by the governor and confirmed by the 
senate every four years. 

“Sec, 2. The board so created shall, as 
soon as appointed and qualified. visit each 
county in the state and ascertain from in- 
spection the relative valuation of taxable 
property in the several counties, and shail 
assess against each county the amount 
which it shall pay to the state per annum 
for the ensuing four years, as revenue for 
the state government. Such assessment 
shall be based upon the amount necessary 
for state expenses, except schools and the 
relative values of the taxable property 
of the several counties. Such appraise- 
ment and assessment to be completed and 
filed with the comptroller of the state 
by the ist day of December after the 
appointment of the board, and the comp- 
troller shall immediately send a copy of 
the same to the several boards of county 
commissioners throughout the state. 

“Sec. 3. The said state board shall meet 
on a day to be set, not later than the 15th 
of January following, when it shall sit as 
a board of equalization to hear complaints 
from the several counties, should there be 
ary such complaints, which complaints 
hall be filed with the comptroller on or 
before the Ist day of January. After hear- 
ing such complaints and passing upon the 
same, the said board shal} complete its 
labors by the 1st of February thereafter.

Orne, of Syracuse, N. Y.. is in Florida 
conducting a campaign in favor of a 
state industrial school to take the place 
of the reform school, his idea being not 
only to send the juvenile offenders to 
this school, but all youths ,whose en- 
vironments are such as to probably lead

x i jm five hundred such. youths, 
black and white,”’ he says; “‘in Pensacola; 
I found a hundred in Tallahassee, under 
the very dome of the capitol, and I ex- 
pect to find in Jacksonville a number 
equally as large in proportion to the pop- 
ulation. I have assurance® that Gover- 
nor Jennings is favorably impressed with 
the idea of state institutions of this 
character, and he will incorporate such 
suggestions in his message. I shall re- 
main in Florida, visiting every county, 
until. the legislature convenes, making 
occasional trips to Georgia, where I am 
conducting, or preparing to conduct, a 
similar campaign.”’ 

There is no question in Florida today 
of such importance as proposed legislia- 
tion touching the convict system and the 
sentiment is especially strong in oppo- 
sition to the present method of working 
the young convicts under the lease sys- 
tem with the older and more hardened 
criminals. There is no state penitentiary 
in Florida, and Governor Jennings is ex- 
pected to recommend the establishing of 
a state prison building, centrally located. 


State Board of Health. 


There are few more important state 
organizations in Florida than the state 
board of health. The annual convention 
of the board was held in Jacksonville 
yesterday. State Health Officer Porter 
was re-electe@ unanimously for another 
term of four years.

Resolutions protesting against the ab- 
sorption of Tortugas by the navy de- 
partment and the consequent discontin- 
uance of that point as a national quar- 
antine refuge station were adopted. 

The board approved of all that had 
been done by the state health officer 
and president during the past year, es- 
pecially the campaign against the small- 
pox. The rule relating to keeping hogs 
in small towns was revised so that no 
town of over 200 people will be permitted 
this privilege. 


Oratorical Contest, 

The first contest of the Florida State 
Intercollegiate Oratorica§ Association, 
was held in the Park opera house last 
night and attracted wide attention. The 
medal was given by ihe Times-Union 
and Citizen and Marion H. Norton, a 
student of the Florida Conference col- 
lege at Leesburg, won the same. All of 
the orations were especially good, the 
grading being within a few points of 
each. One of the members of the com- 
mittee on composition was Chancellor 
Hill, of the University of Georgia, and 
two of the young men in the contest were 
native Georgians. The oration that cap- 
tured the prize was ‘‘Mine Own People,” 
the title made famous by Kipling, and 
it was magnificently handled by the 
young orator. By virtue of this award 
Mr. Norton will represent Florida at the 
interstate oratorical contest at Mont- 
eagle, Tenn., this summer.

Richmond, Va., Febrvary 24.—(Special.), 
The Virginia democrats are not a unit) 
in the matter of the wholesale disfray- 
chisement of the negro.

William <A. Jones, of the first district, 
is not only opposed to any law that will! 
disqualify a single white man in the 
state, but in an interview published here:

United States. It seems to me that the} 
right of suffrage is very little abused 
in Virginia at the present time, and I 
see no need for any radical changes.

: ng the matter, the bishop 
says: 

One is exasperated almost beyond meas- 
ure often in these days by the apolo- 


getic*tone which is taken about a univer- 
sity training, and most of all, I think, by 


j the reasoning which is employed to justi- 


fy or excuse it. Young men are told in 
fact, if not in form, that their brains 
are merchandise, and that the college is 
the mill that will best coin them. Young 
men are urged to get a college educa- 
tion, shorn as much as possible of all 
classical training, or any other that can- 
not be converted immediately into a 
wage-earning product, because knowl- 
edge, and espécially certain kinds of 
knowledge, is power in precisely the 
Same sense that a mill dam and dynamo 
are power, And so we are getting a class 
of students to whom whole ranges of 
highest learning—those that deal with 
the philosophy of history, with the 
sources of great social and intellectual 
movements, with poetry, literature and 
the finer arts, with the foundations of 
ethics, personal, social, national~are 
matters of large indifference. 

That a different class of men from 
ordinary dollar-getters is needed, the 
bishop emphasizes when he says that 
“if our children are to have any repub- 
lic that is worthy of the name to live 
in, such matters cannot afford to be! 
Whatever other classes we have and 
conserve in the land, artisan, agricul- 
turist, trader, shipper, railway build- 
er or capitalist, there is no one among 
them all who can contribute’ one iota 
to national stability and national honor 
unless, behind and above them all 
alike, there is another class, the schol- 
ar class, who stand for ideas not only, 
but for ideals, those higher standards 
and those enduring measurements of 
human wisdom and conduct which are 
born first of insight and then of an en- 
lightened outlook!” Hence, in such an 
age as ours— 
the c&ver, smart, unscrupulous man 
becomes, every day. a& more dangerous 
foe to the age in which he lives. He de- 
moralizes youth, he destroys manly in- 
dependence, he deifies greed and gain. 
And never more than now, therefore, 
does the land wait for scholars—scholars 
who shall be thinkers and seers, too, 
eager to find the truth, willing to own 
and follow it when it is discovered, and 
then, with fearless note, to tell it out 
to all mankind. 

Notwithstanding the prevalence of 
the desire for money-getting and the 
undoubted disposition to exalt that 
faculty, we believe that the country is 
full of thoughtful men planning along 
the higher line outlined by Bishop Pot- 
ter, and that every emergency will 
bring to the front the men necessary 
for the occasion. The scholar is quiet, 
but will be heard from at the right 
time. 


Governor Longino on Lynch Law. 

Governor Longino has made an ap- 
peal to the people of Mississippi which 
should find an -echo of approval all 
through that state. 

In urging a suppression of lynch 
law, the governor goes on to say that 
“the law, in its amplitude, provides 
proper and commensurate punishment 
It, however, 
imposes the death penalty alone on 
those guilty of murder, arson and rape, 
and, under our present judicial sys- 
tem, with honest, able and courageous 
judges on the bench, with state’s attor- 
neys learned in the law and faithful in 
its maintenance, and with juries taken 
from the intelligent afd taxpaying men 
in each community, as may be done in 
every case under the very wise provi- 
siou of the present jury system, there 
remains no justifiable reason why 
those who are guilty of crime, great 
or small, should not be properly pun- 
ished by the courts of the country.” 

The strongest barrier which can be 
built up against crime is-the stern re- 
solve of the people that the whole law, 
from its inception to its execution, 
Shall be rigorously enforced. This 
feeling, strong among the people, 
should be impressed upon officers of 
court and state, so that all might have 
but one purpose. 

Governor Longino will do his people 
a good service by awaking them to the 
truth of what he says. 


Renewal of the Irish Question. 

The renewal of the Irish question 
in parliament is not to be judged by 
the scenic efforts of Mr. Redmond and 
Mr. O’Donnell, in an effort to amuse 
the house, but by the presence of an 
old member in new guise, a former 
member of the present government 
who now occupies a nationalist bench 
—Mr. Thomas W. Russell. 

The strength of Mr. Russell consists 
in the fact that he is the representa- 
tive of an emergency felt without re- 

ard to factional, partisan or national 
ines, and the presence of eighty na- 
tionalist members in parliament ahead 
of him is but an incident. He does not 
appeal to them, because his contention 
is his own, and they cannot escape 
him, because he commands their re- 
luctant adherence. The manner of 
man this new leader is, is thus told: 

Mr. » ¥ Ww. Russell, who for 
the last five years has held office 
as secretary of the English local 
government board, has come out as 
a strong advocate of the abolition of land- 
lordism in Ireland. Mr. Russell has long 
been known as one of the pillars of the 
union, a bitter opponent of land agitation 
in the phases that it formerly assumed, 
and the landlords have regarded him as 
their friend and protector. Yet so com- 
plete has been his conversion that before 
the recent general election he made a 
speech to his constituents of Ulster, de- 
nouncing the administration of the [rish 
land acts as unjust and intolerable. That 
speech, as he knew in advance, involved 
the surrender of his office and the salary 
of $7,500 that went with it. His services 
to the conservative government had been 
So considerable that he was offered a 
permanent, non-political post with a 
higher salary, but this he also declined, 
declaring that he would devote the rest 
of his life to the Irish land question and 
to temperance. : 

Such a man, with such a cause of 
his own, as much at home in Hagland 


and Scotland as in Ireland, untram-— 


necessarily, had to act within a more 
narrow sphere. The plan advocated by 
Mr. Russell is to buy out the landlords 
at seventeen years’ purchase of rent, 
say $600,000,000 paid in guaranteed 
land stock. There is $100,000,000 
already in hand, and a credit of $500,- 
000,000 more is needed to complete the 
basis for this arrangement. Mr. Rus- 
sel] tells his late colleagues in the 
ministry that unless some legal steps 
of this kind are taken an uprising of 
the Irish people will accomplish the 
end proposed by illegal combination. 
He holds the present land commission 
to be the worst of all in its constitu- 


_tion—and they have all been bad 


enough—‘presided over by a partisan 
judge and steeped to the lips in land- 
lord prejudice.” 

The English press has been deeply 
impressed by the new attitude of one 
who represents such conservative in- 
fluences. During the campaign of Mr. 
Parnell it was found. almost impossi- 
ble to close up the gulf between reli- 
gious factions in Ireland, but Mr. Rus- 
sell’s appeal being to the pocket, which 
is bound by no. theology, these trouble- 
some lines do not appear. 


Carry the Comparison to Its Limit. 
Discussions of, questions relating to 
slavery are generally useless, but when 


misrepresentation is resorted to some 


answer becomes necessary. 

For instance, this from The Chicago 
Times-Herald: 

The negro has ‘‘developed”’ immorality, 
Says Mr. Smith. We should say rather 
that the negro inherited immorality from 
the patriarchal system. If the lessons of 
the past teach anything it is that the ne- 
groes should break with the old traditions 
in every respect, that they should become 
responsible human beings, morally and in- 
tellectuaily, rational American citizens, 
and not labor machines, except as we are 
all labor’ machines. 

By the patriarchal system, The 
Times-Herald refers to that of slavery. 
Why not be honest enough to give 
the whole limit of the comparison. ibe 
négro leaving Africa was a naked sav- 
age. In slavery he developed the first 
attempt at a moral period in the his- 
tory of his race. His brother whom 
he left behind him is still in the breach- 
clout stage. 

The American negro cannot afford to 
open up his African traditions, noiwith- 
standing the maudlin interest of some 
newspapers.

When Senor Cisneros, who once 
posed as president of the Cuban repub- 
lic, declared that the time was com- 
ing when all Cubans would fight Amer- 
icans, he only spoke as a disappointed 
old man who has been left by the 
world. 

It was the ambition of the senor to 
become president of independent Cuba, 
When the constitutional convention 
opened the way for General Gomez to 
aspire to that office, it removed the 
last hope of Cisneros, who now takes 
occasion to berate. Americans because 
they have not given him an opportu- 
nity to play dictator. It is unfortunate 
for the Cuban insurgents that they do 
not welcome the adhesion of the con- 
servative and property owning classes 
of the island. They thus deprive the 
body politic of the aid and counsel of 
the substantial class and render Cuban 
political success problematical.

HISTORIES ARF FULL OF 
ERRORS, SAYS BOYNTON

Washington, February 2%4.—(Special.)— 
The agitation for better school histories 
which has gone on in different parts of 
the south bids fair to become general 
throughout the country. Both in the 
south and the north where the question 
has been investigated there have been de- 
vélopments calculated to raise doubts in 
the minds of the outside public as to 
the value of histories in general, and 
échool histories in particular. 

General H. VY. Boynton, for years dean 
of the corps of Washington correspond- 
ents and latterly at the head of the 
Chickamauga park commission, has been 
throwing interesting light on the perf- 
version of history found in a number 
of the textbooks used in the Washington 
schools. General Boynton has just been 
Made the head of the board of educa- 
tion in Washington. His first act upon 
taking charge of thé office was to send 
for all of the school histories in order 
that he might look over them, and the 
result is a report which shows that it 
is not alone with reference to fair treat- 
mént of the confederacy that the histo- 
ries err, but that they are full of all 
Sorts of discrepancies. General Boynton 
confined his investigations to those por- 
tlens of the histories relating to the 
war between the states and the Spanish 
war, and from the large number of mis- 
takes he found, he draws the conclusion 
that there mus¢ naturally be similar 
mistakes in the treatment of the early 
history of the country. 


Four textbooks are condemned by him 
and the mistakes he points out would 
seem to,indicate a very slip-shod method 
of making history, if nothing more, 
Montgomery’s ‘‘Leading Facts in Ameri- 
can History” is one of the textbooks 
in which he finds glaring error concern- 
ing the civil war, and coming on down 
to more recent events, which ought to be 
familiar to any man who pretends to 
write historv he points out this refer- 
ence to the discovery of Cervera’s squad- 
ron: 

“Commodore Schley set oft with his 
flying squadron to- find the enemy. Af- 
ter a long and anxious search, he dis- 
covered that Cervera had entered the 
harbor of Santiago.’’ 

Commenting on this, General Boynton 
Says: 

“Great and glorious as were Admiral] 
Schley’s services at this period, ne did 
not discover the location of Cervera’s 
fleet. That service was performed by 
the officers of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Com-‘ny and the first news of 
Cervera’s arrival at Santiago was given 
to the government through persons in 
their employ.’’ 

The same history pictures Roosevelt 
leading the charge at the battle of San 
Juan—perhaps it is from this that Ream- 
ington got the inspiration for his famous 
imaginary picture of something that did 
not occur. General Boynton Says of 
this: 

“While there is no doubt of Colonel 
Roosevelt's reckless courage before San- 
tlago, it would be difficult to write a 
more erroneous naragraph, as every one 
knows: who has studied the details of 
the battle of San Juan.” 

General Boynton finds a great many 
mistakes scattered through these histo- 
ries—mistakes fully as reprehensible as 
those criticised in the south. They do 
not necessarily show an effort to per- 
vert the tputh, but‘ they do show a slip- 
shod disregard of the plain facts of his- 
tory when these facts could just as eas- 
ily have been obtained as not.

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Tunnel from Burope to Africa. 


A french engineer and a syndicate of | 


German cepitalists are now seriously con- 


sidering the advisability of constructing a 
submarine tunnel which shall connect 
Europe and Africa. The engineer is M. 
Berlier. He is confident that the scheme 
ig practicable and is now working hard to 
convince the government# of Spain and 
Morocco that it is to their interest to fur- 
ther the construction of such qa tunnek 

According to him, one end of the tunnel 
should be on the coast near Gibraltar and 
the other end should be at Tangiers. The 
total length of the tunnel, including the 
necessary strips of land at both ends, 
would be forty-one kilometers, of which 
thirty-two would be under Water. A 
double railroad track passing through the 
tunnel would start from Algeciras, in 
Spain, and thence go by way of Tangiers, 
Ceuta, Tetuan, Melilla and Nemours to 
Tlemcen, where it would be connected 
with the Algerian railroad system. 

M.' Berilier claims that such a tunnel 
would not cost more than any of the great 
tunnels that have been cut through the 
Alps, and could be constructed quite as 
easily. The cost for each running yard, 
he says, would be, as in the case of the 
Simypion tunnel, about 8,000 francs, where- 
as the cost in tha case of the St. Gothard 
tunnel was 3,800 francs and in the case of 
the Arlberg tunnel 4,000 francs. 

He is also of the opinion that work 
should be begun simultaneously at both 
ends, and that the entire tunnel could be 
completed within ten years. The total 
cost, iucluding that of the railroad from 
Ceuta to Tiemcen, a distance of about 500 
kilometers. he estimated at 225,000,000 
francs. Whether anything like adequate 
interest for such an outlay could be ob- 
tained from the traffic through the tunnel 
is now the main question. Some of the 
capitalists who are interested in the mat- 
ter are confident that it could, whereas 
others, it ig said, are rather doubtful on 
this point. At the same time ail admit 
that such a tunnel would prove of im- 
mense benefit to the commercial world, 
and the general opinion ig that, if M. Ber- 
lier receives any encouragement from the 
governments of Spain and Morocco, the 
work of construction wil] begin at 
early date. ' 


PARTY NEEDS PROTECTION 
AGAINST ITS FRIENDS

_ Washington, February 24.—(Special.)-- 
The Constitution’s editorial strongly con- 
demning the speech of Mr. Lentz, of 
Ohio, in which he openly advocated de- 
sertion from the army in the Philippines 
and repeated certain anonymous charges 
against our soldiers, has met with the 
heartiest approval among democrats here 
in Washington. 

There have been several episodes during 
the present session of congress to warrant 
the democratic party crying oyt to be 
saved from some of its friends, and a part 
of Lentz’s speech comes clearly under 
this category—if I may use the word. No- 
body doubts Mr. Lentz’s enthusiasm in 
what he believes to be right, but a good 
many people who have watched his career 
very: much doubt his political wisdom. He 
came very’ near putting the party in a 
hole in that Coeur d'Alene fight in the 
closing hours of the last congress, and 
this last speech of his was dangerously 
impolitic—that is, it might be dangerous 
were it not that the position of the dem- 
ocratic party, with regard to this war in 
the Philippines has been very clearly set 
forth both in the party’s platforms and 
in the utterances of its real leaders. 

Other Bad Breaks. 

It is difficult to see how any man can 
get his own consent to the use of anony- 
mous criticisms which can only reflect 
upon the integrity of the men in command 
of the army. Mr. Sulzer, of New York, 
laid himself where he was certainly sub- 
ject to criticism when he endeavored to 
base an attack on Perry Heath upon an 
anonymous communication from some- 
body out in Indiana, and the house of 
representatives did the right thing when 
it promptly expunged this anonymous 
communication from the record. 

Some of these men—and Mr. Sulzer is 
one of them—do the party a great deal 
of harm by fathering uncalled-for and 
senseless attacks upon men who happen 
to be in high places. In more than one 
instance these attacks find their’ real 
inspiration in the desire of certain very 
yellow journals to manufacture sensa- 
tions. In their zeal to get hold of any- 
thing which can possibly put the repub- 
licans in a bad light, these young men 
occasionally fall into a trap. The fight 
made against the secretary of the treas- 
ury for his position in the matter of that 
New York city bank is in some sense, at 
least, a case in point. A great deal was 
attempted to be made out of the fact that 
Mr. Hepburn, president of the bank, 
called the attention of Secretary Gage 
to the bank’s list of directors, undoubt- 
edly to show that the bank was a repub- 
lican institution so far as the personnel 
of its directorate goes, and that they had 
contributed to the republican campaign 
fund. 

In Glass Houses. 

This sort of criticism was, of course, 
perfectly legitimate, and it would have 
been well for certain of the gentlemen 
who were most prominent in that debate 
to have seen a little beyond the ends of 
their noses; for they were completely 
confounded when, a few days later, they 
were confronted with letters sent in other 
days and still on file at the treasury 
recommending certain banks to be desig- 
nated as depositories on the ground that 
the directorate 6f these institutions were 
democratic, It was simply an illustra- 
tion of the old saw about “people wha 
live in glass houses,” and the result of 
it all was that the laugh was turned 
upon the democrats—which is not a pleas- 
ant position for politicians to be in. 

It is all well enough for democrats to 
take every possible sensible opportunity 
to criticise the political acts of their 
opponents, but they ought to realize that 
they do a great deal more harm than good 
when they go too far. Mr. Sulzer’s reso- 
lutions, which were intended to convey 


the impression that this government WAS 


favoring the British as against the Boers 
because American horse and mule raisers 
were able to sell their horses and mules” 
to the British agents, was nothing on 
earth except a piece of political clap- 
trap. Any man who has ever looked into 
the principals of international law Knows 
these sales were perfectly legitimate and 
in no way are they an infraction of the 
principles of neutrality. The American 
merchant or the American horse raiser 
has a right to sell to either beligerent 
or both, and the fact that there has never 
been anything Nke a protest from the 
Boers against these particular sales 
shows that they recognize this principle 
as well as anybody else. The fitting up 
of a fiilibustering expedition in the in- 
terest of one or the other of the parties 
at war, or against an established and duly 
recognized government, ts, of course, an 
entirely different question. 
Sulzer and Adelbert Hay. 

Mr. Sulzer weakens his position even 
more when he goes out of his way to 
attack Secretary of State Hay over the 
appointment of his son as consul at Pre- 
toria, and to attack the son because of 
alleged favoritism toward the British. 

Attacks which have absolutely no basis 
of fact cannot possibly help the political 
party in whose interests they are made, 
The insinuation that Mr. Hay secured this 
position for his gon as.a “soft placé with 
a good salary’’ is about as silly fot as 
anybody could well father. In thé first 
place, the appointment of Adelbert Hay 
was entirely a personal matter with the 
president, who is very fond of the young 
man and who regarded this as a good 
time to give him an opportunity to show 
what sort of stuff there was in him. The 
cry was raised that some older and more 
experienced man should have been sent 
to Pretoria for this emergency, but thg 
whole diplomatic ,history of thig country 
seems to have demonstrated the ability 
of Americans to fiJl these consular and 
diplomatic positions acceptably and well, 
even when they have not had such specia) 
training as the diplomats of the old worid 
countries go through, 

However, Mr. Hay was appointed by 
the presidenf. The matter of salary wat 
no consideration, for I happen to Know 
that the,young man has in the excess of 
his seal spent not only his own salary, 
but an amount equal to the sum which 
his father was drawing as secretary of 
state during all the time he was out there. 

His Splendid Record. 

All this does not, however, touch the 
real point of the case of Adelbert Hay. 
Mr. Sulzer’s insinuation that because h@ 
went to south Africa by way of London 
he must necessarily have been filled with 
svmpathy for the British, and, by infer- 
ence, used his position in the interest of 
the British, are absolutely unwarranted. 
Mr. Hay went to south Africa by the 
way of London because that was the 
closest way to reach his post. How he 
has filled his position, the records show. 

The highest testimony on this point 
comes from the leading representatives 
of’ the Boers, who bear testimony to his 
absolute fairness, to his readiness to go 
out of his way to look after the interests 
of Americans and the citizens of other 
countries, and to such general conduct 
of his office as has brought the commen- 
dation of Boer and Britisher alike. He 
has unquestionably made a splendid rec- 
ord and nobody who has taken occasion 
to investigate at all doubts this. 

I am sure Mr. Sulzer knows it as weJ 
as anybody else, and he ought to know 
that the sort of claptrap he has engaged 
in is nothing less than cheap dema- 
goguery. I admire Mr. Sulzer’s sincerity 
of purpose, but in criticising some of his 
methods I am simply voicing the senti- 
ment of the great majority of democrats 
in both branches of congress.

PROFESSIONAL LOBBY KILLED 
THE PNEUMATIC TUBE BILL 


By JOS: OHL. 


Washington, February 24.—(Special.)— 
The decline of the lobby and its injury 
to any cause it represents cannot find a 
better illustration than the refusa) of 
congress to make the necessary appropri- 
ation for the carrying on of the pneu- 
matic tube service, which the postoffice 
officigls declare to be of great value in 
facilitating the transmission of the mails 
in the large cities. 

That appropriation was stricken out of 
the postoffice appropriation bill principally 
because its promoters had made the mis- 
take of falling into the hands of the ro- 
fessional lobby. The proposition which 
they supported was in every way legiti- 
mate, 

There had been criticisms of the men 
who were originally connected with the 
pneumatic tube enterprise which were in 
some degree responsible for some of the 
opposition with which the service has 
been met: this applies particularly to the 
fight made on the apprupriation in the 
last congress, After that, the senate au- 
thorized the appointment of a commission 
to investigate the whole subject and make 
a report fo the postmaster general, He an- 
pointed a commission of recognized ex- 
perts, who gave thorough consideration 
to the workings of the system, to its cost 
of construction and operation and to the 
extent of its probable usetufness, 

\ Posmaster General’s Approval. 

The report of this commission was sent 
to congress by the postmaster general, 
who gave an estimate of appropriations, 
not only for the preservation of the sys- 
tem in those cities where it is now work- 
ing. but also for its extension. His rec- 
ommendations were very strong and there 
seemed no doubt that the appropriations 
would go in the bill without very much 
opposition, although it was known that 
for various reasons some men would 


fight it. 
When the time came for the consider- 


ation of the appropriation bill in the sen-|. 


ate, there suddenly appeared as the ad- 
vocates of the pneumatic tube a lot of 
very estimable gentlemen whose identifi- 
cation as professional lobbyists is very 
clear in the minds of all Washington. Ags 
Senator Hale intimated in his remarks on 
the subject. it was impossible for a sen- 
ator to approach the capitol without be- 
ing’ waylaid by some of these gentlemen 
in the interest of the pneumatic. The net 
resuli of all this was to daub suspicion 
all over the proposition in the minds of 


the men who were thus approached: and 
while it looked like easy salling at the 
outset, there was a clear majority against 
it when the time of the vote came. 

The Professional Lobby. 

I have not a word to say against the 
professional lobbyist as he is found in 
Washington, for, as a rule, he is an ex- 
ceedingly clever gentleman who is en- 
deavoring ‘to make a living out of his 
more or jess intimate acquaintance with 
men in public life. He must not be con- 
founded, of course, with the lawyer who 
appears before committees in the inter- 
est of his clients and ‘whose position is en- 
firely differefit. This professional iobbyist 
ig often a former senator or former con- 
gressman, who, because of that position. 
has entree to the floors of congress and 
who is able, therefore, to get s€na.wis vr 
representatives off in the cloak rooms and 
talk with them. More often than other- 
wise he utilizes this opportunity simp!ty 
to make good the bluff he is making to 
his employer. He gets one of these 
friends of his off in a corney, chats with 
him about anything else in thé world 
than the business in hand, und makes 
his emplover believe that he is putting up 
a strong argument for him. He may 
or may not make some suggestion abc fit 
the particuiar business in hand, but what 
he says is not likeiy to be very influential 
with senators or representatives. 

There may have been in the past a day 
when the professiona] lobbyist may have 
had influence or power, but now he is 
harmless to everybody except the man for 
whom he is working. His identification as 
one of the lobby is so complete 


on his part, however they may Ike him 
personally; and the net result of it all is, 
usyally, as it was in this particular case 
I have been discussing, injury to tae 
cause he represents. 


What a Patent Cost. 


Chicago Chronicle: In the course uf its 
progress through the office, up to the issu 
and mailing of a patent, an plica- 
tion passes through the hands of 02 per- 
sons. An applicant pays $15 to have his 
claim examined, and in case he is grant- 
ed a patent an additional fee of 320 iy 
required. Attorneys charge from $25 up, 
according to the work demanded by the 
cases, and as the applications humLer 
about 40,000 annually, it will be seen that 
there is a gvod deal of money *to be 
divided among the patent lawyers whose 
s'@ns cover the faces of the buildings in 
the vicinity of the patent office. An in- 
ventor is not required to employ an at- 
torney, but probably 99 out of 100 do so,

HE NEVER REACHED HOME 


Parents Positive That He Did Not 
Run Away—Most Exemplary 
Lad—Oase Will Be Turned 
Over to the (A'ty 
Detectives, 


Theodore Bright, aged twelve, the son 
of J. C. Bright, of 14 Postel] street, is 
missing from his home under the most 
peculiar circumstances and there is such 
a mystery surrounding his disappearance 
that it is believed he has fallen into the 
hands of men whose object is to do him 
harm. 

His parents and friends cannot be made 
to believe that he has purposely absent- 
ed himself from home. The facts in the 
case are stich that the police share this 
opinion and the affair ig regarded as a 
mystery which may develop into a sensa- 
tion in the next twenty-four hours. 

Young Bright never stayed away from 
home before in his life. He is essentially 
a “home boy,’’ and has worked hard in 
order to help his parents with the Httle 
money he earned. He had no bad asso- 
clates and spent every moment, when not 
at work, with hts mother and father. 

He left the place where he worked Sat- 
urday night between 8 and 9 o’clock and 
started in the direction of his home. He 
never reached his home and the police 
have been appealed to to find him. 

All Saturday night and until an early 
hour Sunday morning the distracted fath- 
er walked the streets in the bitter cold 
trying to get some tidings of his boy. 
He called at the police barracks and visit- 
ed the Grady hospital. 

The distressed mother was prostrated at 
home and she did not sleep, but sat up 
waiting for her husband to return’ with 
some news. 

Sunday morning came and still there 
was nothing found in the way of a clew 
to lead to the discovery of the lad’s 
whereabouts. Yesterday the search was 
renewed, but night came with the mys- 
tery as far from 4 solution as ever. 

Was a Trustworthy Lad. 

J. C. Bright, a mechanic, resides in a 
comfortable little cottage at 14 Postell 
street, which is near the Davis street 
school. His son, Theodore, a strong and 
trustworthy lad, as the idol of the house- 
hold. 

The boy, determined to make his way 
in the world and to assist his father, 
whose health has been failing, secured a 
position in the dry goods store of J. M. 
High & Co. 

He worked later Saturday night than 
through the rest of the week, his hour 
for leaving being 8:30 o’clock. 

Never a night had he missed from 
home, always going straight there from 
the store. His earnings were given to his 
mother. He was steady, reliable and 
without any of the evil habits to which 
some boys are prone. His exemplary char- 
acter made him many friends. 

When the store of J. M. High Co. 
closed Saturday night Theodore started 
for his home. A comrade sdw him and 
spoke a few words with him on Whitehall 
street. After that all trace of him was 
lost. He did not reach his home. When 
ll o'clock came his father and mother 
became uneasy and when the clock struck 
the midnight hour the uneasiness grew 
{nto alarm. The neighbors were notified 
}and a search for the missing boy was in- 

' augurated. 

He could not be found. No one except 
the boy who talked to him on Whitehall 
*‘streét could be found who had seen him 
after he left the store. 

The police had not seen such a boy 
and no one answering the description had 
been taken to the hospital. 

The Appeal to the Police. 

The father went to the police barracks 
about 2 o’clock Sunday morning and 
placed a description of the lad on the 
books. The following entry was made to 
be read out to all the patrolmen: 

“Look out for Theodore Bright, white 
boy, aged 12. He wore when last seen 
a heavy black coat and dark trousers 
with a red striped shirt and a cap. His 
eyes dnd hair are black.

High & Ce. He failed to return to his 
home Saturday night. Please notify his 
father, J. C. Bright, of 14 Postell street, 
if found.’’ 

A reporter of The Constitution saw Mr.

A HOTEL ARCADE 


Will Lynn, Just Out of Murder Trial, 
Was the Leader. 


ONE MAN’S HAT SMASHED 


Lynn Says He Was Attacked by 


More Than a Dozen Men. 


HIS FRIEND WAS LOCKED UP WITH HIM 


Affair Is Said To Have Been Very 
Excitng While It Lasted—Pris- 
oners Make Statements. 


The Kimball house arcade was the scene 
of a lively fight late Saturday night and 
one of the leading combatants was Wil- 
liam T. Lynn, a young white man who 
was recently tried on the charge of mur- 
der in Birmingham and acquitted by the 
jury. , 

Frank Howard, who claims to be a 
newspaper man, got the worse of the 
fight by having his new derby smashed 
Into a shocking style and bis eye-glasses 
wrecked. He says he was an innocent 
bystander. 

There was very little blood spilt, but the 
battle is described by those who wit- 
nessed it as something terrific and excit- 
ing. It looked as if there were fifty 
Richmonds in the field for a few minutes 
and everybody seemed to be striking at 
somebody else. 

Lynn and A. H. Erwin were the only 
persons arrested. Erwin was with Lynn 
and doubtless played the role of old dog 
Tray. 

Special Officer Cason and Howard lay 
all the blame on Lynn and they state that 
Erwin was there aiding and abetting him. 
Lynn says he was imposed upon and that 
he tried to run and had to fight to pro- 
tect himself. Erwin disclaims any con- 
nection with the row at all. 

Two weeks ago Lynn returned to At- 
lanta from Birmingham, where he stood 
his trial on the charge of murder. Lonzo 
Jones died from the result of a fight with 
Lynn and the grand jury thought it was 
a case of murder. At the trial it was in 
evidence that Jones showed no marks of 
violence on his. body and expert - testi- 
mony and physicians attributed his death 
to heart disease. Jones, it was said, 
dropped dead from heart trouble super- 
ee by excitement while he was fight. 
ng. 

Lynn, who resides at No. 20 King street, 
engaged in the butcher business and told 
his friends that he would keep out of 
trouble in the future. He was drinking 
Saturday night and when he and Erwin 
went into the Kimball house the fight 
followed. 

Officer Cason and Howard state that 
Lynn was noisy and used profane lan- 
guage, and that he was told to leave the 
place. This angered him, they say, and 
he struck at Howard, smashing his hat 
and eye-glasses. The officer rushed in 
and others crowded up. It looked like 
five or six were fighting, but the most of 
them were probably acting as peace- 
makers. Considerable excitement pre- 
vailed. Lynn was finally turned over t> 
the police and Erwin went with him. 

Lynn made a statement to a reporter of 
The Constitution last night in which he 
said that he had been imposed upon. 

“I was never more peaceful in my life,”’ 


he stated, “and the first thing I knew 
& man struck me a blow or the back of 
the head. I am certain when he af tacked 
me he made a mistake, thinking me some 
one else. I turned to protect myself and 
then the fellow who got his hat wrecked 
rushed in and began to strike at me. 
The officer joined the party and I be- 
lieve there were a dozen of them on 
me. I tried to run and finding that I 
couldn’t do it, I stood and prepared to 
fight it out as best I could. I did not 
want any trouble. The Lord knows I 
have had enough arf I am sorry that I 
had to get into a fight in the Kimball. 
I know that fellow who first struck me 
made a mistake and that caused the 
whole affair. - 

Erwin asked that he be quoted as say- 
ing that he never had a thing in the 
world to do with the fight. 

“I was there and that was all,” he 
sald.

Gates of the Caucasus. 


Eight miles from Vladikavkas jis the 
posting station of Balta; eleven miles far- 
ther is Lars, and five miles farther is 
the world-famous Gorge of Dariel, the 
“Caucasus Gates’” of Pliny, the dark and 
awful defile between Europe and Asia. 
Gradually as we drive on the hills rise 
and close in on us till at length they fall 
almost sheer to the edge of the rushing 
Terek and the narrow road, 
leaving only just room for 
these at the bottom of a rock cleft 
5,000 feet deep. The air strikes chill as 
a vault; not a ray of sunshine enters; the 
driver stoops low and lashes his horses; 
instinctively we lapse into silence, says 
Scribner’s Magazine. 

The geologist calls this gorge a “fault,” 
for it is not-a pass over the mountain 
chain, but a rent clear across it. To the 
imaginative traveler, however, it is a fit 
scene for the most wonderful highway 
in history. Seventy years ago it was a 
perilous road, for avalanches, or the sud- 
den outbursts of pent-up glacial streams, 
swept it from end to end, but the Russians 
nave spent $20,000,000 upon it and made it 
Sale. 

In 1877 nearly all their troops and stores

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MURDER-SUICIDE 
DONE AT SAME TIME 


Theory That Hamilton Committed Sui- 
cide Day After Murder Dissipated. 


HE DID NOT FIRE THE WOODS 


Men Who First Found Bodies Tell of 
Circumstances. 


—_——_-— 


RATIONAL THEORY {S SUSTAINED 


Hamilton’s Hand Tightly Grasped 
Pistol—Mrs, Wilson Was Lying 
Down When Killed. 


Many theories of the killing of Mrs. 
Helen Wilson and the suicide of Wil 
Hamilton published since the finding of 
the bodies of the unfortunate couple are 
set at naught by information obtained 
for The Constitution from the men who 
first examined their bodies. These men 
are prominent farmers of Cobb county 
and were interviewed at Woodstock, Ga., 
on yesterday. 

Henry Dobbs, Mack Dobbs and Jim 
Steele were the first white persons to look 
at the bedies of the dead couple as they 
lay in the woods. In their interview with 


gThe Constitution they tell the story of 


the finding the public is famillar with, 
hut they bring out some facts hitherto 
unpublished, which go far to substanti- 
ate the only rationa! theory of the affair 
that Hamilton committed sulcide immedl- 
ately after shooting Mrs. Wilson. 

“From all the indications Mrs. Wilson,” 
said the men, ‘‘was lying down when she 
was shot. The hat she wore had been 
laid to one side, where it was burned. 
It was evident to us that she had pulled 
the cape she wore under her hé@ad be+ 
fore she was shot. When the pistol was 
fired she turned on one side and died. She 
did not pull the cape’ over her head to 
shield herself from the flames, as one 
paper published. The woods were not 
fired until Thursday night or early Fri- 
day morning, amd then by a train, a4 
there is some cord wood near by where 
the bodies were found that was protected 
by the owner Friday morning. 

“Everything indicates that after shoot- 
ing the woman Hamilton immediately 
turned and shot himself. His revolver was 
tightly grasped in his hand and we Tfe- 
moved it. The man was either lying or 
sitting by her side when Mrs. Wilson 


+ was killeri.’’ 


These statements tend to prove con- 
clusively that The Constitution’s theory 
of the killing was the rational one; that 
Hamilton did not fire the woods, and that 
the suicide was committed at the same 
time the murder of the woman was ac- 
complished.

SPEECH OF EB. 


T. WILLIAMS 


BEFORE THEATLANTA D. A. R. 


HE address of Eb. T. Williams be- 
fy fore the Atlanta chapter of the 

Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion on the occasion of Washington's 
birthday was one of the most thoughtful 
and eloquent delivered in this city in 
some years. 

The speaker seemed to rise to the full 
height of his subject, dealing with Wash- 
ington as the master spirit of the century 
just closed, and touching briefly though 
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EB T. WILLIAMS. 
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eloquently on his qualities as the soldier, 
the statesman and the ruler. 

The address by Mr. Williams was greatly 
enjoyed by all present, and at its conclu- 
sicn the Daughters of the Revolution de- 
cided enthusiastically to incorporate the 
epeech as a part of the record of Atlanta 
chapter. The address is as follows: 


Macaulay, in one of the finest passages in the 
English language, has compared Bacon to 
Moses on Mount Pisgah: ‘‘There we see the 
great Law Giver, looking round from his 
lonely elevation on an infinite expanse: behind 
him a wilderness of dreary sands and bitter 
waters in which successive generations have 
sojourned, always moving, yet never advanc- 
ing, reaping no harvest, and building no abid- 
ing city; before him, a goodly land, a land of 
promise, a land flowing with milk and honey.” 
So the great man whose birth we commemorate 
today, with a retrospective glance might have 
seen the mighty struggles for freedom in the 
old world end is dismal fallure; but, with his 
face to the future, he might have seen the 
glories of this great republic, with a freedom 
that seemed indigenous to our soil, like a cen- 
tury plant that came to full bloom, and shed 
its sweetness on the nations of the earth. To 
all who came to our shores, weary with the 
tyranny and despotism of imbecile kings on 
tottering thrones, this plant has grown so great 
that it is as “the shadow of a rock in a 
weary land.’’ 

Men are great in proportion to the greatness 
of the objects that engage them, and I believe 
no greater theme than human liberty exists, 
unless it be the freedom of the human soul 
from the bondage of sin. Surely it required so 
great @ cause to produce such great results. 
Certain it Is that nothing short of this could 
have produced a life like Washington's. 

Emerson has written of the uses of great 
men, and we would ask, What is the value of 
great characters to a nation? What would 
France ask in money to blot from her historic 
pages her Hugo, her Bonaparte and her Gam- 
betta? What would be England's price to take 
from her temple of fame her Shakespeare, her 
Milton, or her Wellington? What would Scot- 
land ask for her Scott, or her Burns, or Amer- 
ica for her Washington? To obliterate such 
characters from history would bankrupt the 
greatness of nations. Such lives as these are 
fountains of inspiration, at which posterity

If you ask me what are the most precious 
treasures that have been left us as a nation, 1 
would tell you that they are our sentiments, 
our heroes, and our songs. To worship the 
heroic is to become a hero. When we remem- 
ber that the great man is not one ieolated and 
far removed from his fellows, but that he it 
is who has crystallized in his life and character 
the highest, truest and noblest characteristics 
of his people, to reverence our heroes is to per- 
petuate the truest and noblest of our civiliza- 
tion. No people ig great who has not great 
heroes and high ideals, as no act is great 
without a high motive that prompted it. We 
fall below, but we never rise above our ideals, 
as no stream rises higher than its source. 

No character is great unless built on self 
sacrifice. Sacrifice is the measure of all great 
human lives. If Washington was great at the 
head of his triumphant army, he was greater 
at Valley Forge, with starvation, mutinous 
troops and biting snows attacking his forces. 
If he was great as the first president of this 
republic, with the shouts of a grateful popul- 
ace, drunk with the glory of his victorious 
armies, he was greater to me ag the self sacri- 
ficing patriot, giving up the luxuries of home 
and laying his life on the altar of his country. 
If that character which’ no human being has 
ever approached was great as he confounded 
the doctors in the temple, He was greater on 
the heights of Calvary, lifting the world ap 
higher through a cross. If the flower is sweet- 
est crushed beneath the wind and tempest's 
feet, the life is greatest that gives its own to 
its fellow man. When Napoleon, that prod'gy 
of war and conquest, who mingled the eagles 
of France with the eagles of the crags, wished 
to make himself immortal, he codified the laws. 
When Washington became immortal he gav¢ 
himself that he might hold up freedom to man- 
kind. 

On Redloe Island there is a statue of Liberty 
enlightening the world. Its light shines out to 
the weary mariners, who are seeking a haven 
of rest from the toils of ‘the sea. The light 
which Washington kindled has not only lighted 
the world, but will forever burn on the altars 
of freedom, growing brighter with the coming 
rears. 

“This was a new experiment on young Amer- 
ica’s soil, but republican government will yet 
gfow until it will leaven the earth. The 
state was made for the citizen, not the eftizen 
for the state. All ‘‘good governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the fov- 
erned,’’ and Washington was the great apostle 
to bear this message to the world. 

The great battles of the Revolution were 
sential, and a baptism of fire and blood fre- 
pared the way: but the great battle for com- 
mercial supremacy is now the war cry of the 
nations. We have outstripped England in her 
commerce, and have taken little Cuba unto our- 
selves; we have embraced Porto Rico, and 
stretched our strong arms around the Philip- 
pines; our white-winged messengers of com- 
merce are encircling the globe and pressing 
our supremacy to the very gates of the Celes- 
tial Empire. Commerce is always the <ore- 
runner of the gospel. The merchant ship 
precedes the missionary, and the blessings of 
humanity that Washington gave to us we are 
giving to the world. Truly, his mighty deeds 
are living forces today, and entitle him as 
much now as ever to be ‘‘first in war, first in 
peace, and first in the hearts of his country- 
men.’’ The splendid achievements of this 
twentieth century of American independence 
marks our triumphant course among the fa- 
tions as the glory of the sun in his path ameng 
a7 "nneland has her Westminster Abbey, in 
whose walls rest the remains of her great and 
gifted sons, America has the hearts of her lib- 
erty-loving people in which to embalm the 
memory of Washington forever. Wherever hu- 
man beings love freedom, there his name will 
be held in sacred veneration. Here is a shrine 
at which all may worship today. Here let 
the painter find a subject for his brush; here 
let the sculptor nnd a model for his hand: 
here let the poet find a subject for his song; 
here let the philosopher find a theme worthy 
of his thoughts, and here let the orator find 
inspiration for his tongue.

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LICENSED PHRENOLOGIST 


HERE are 3,18 licensed tusinesses 

in Atlanta. The license book in the 

city clerk's office has been com- 
pleted by Deputy Clerk Charles E. Ad- 
ams. 

Every business license issued has been 
entered under its appropriate head and 
the book is an important one. City Li- 
cense Inspector Hunter pronounces the 
book complete In every particular, and 
he is in a position to know. having special 
charge of the matter of seeing that every 
business in Atlanta is operating under 
license from the city government. . 

If there are any enterprises that have 
no Authority for being in existence they 
have thus far evaded the watchful eye 
of the license inspector, who has perfect- 
ed a system of inspection that has béen a 
pronounced success for years. A glance 
over this license book reveals much in- 
formation with which the average citizen 
has no knowledge. 

For instance, there are 474 grocery stores 
in Atlanta. The city’s large pepulation 
is provided with provisions by that num- 
ber of grocers, There are also 143 butcher 
shops, thirty-eight shoe stores, fifty-one 
dry goods houses, 142 lunch houses, fifteen 
fruit stands, seven restaurants, ten oys- 
ter and fish houses, sixty-one soda water 
fountains, nine hotels and cafes. forty 
furniture houses, thirteen merchant tall- 
ors and thirty-seven tailor shops.

SCHOOL JANITOR 
TOOK CITY COAL 


His Pockets Were Full of Pencils Be- 
‘longing to Children. 


HE ADMITS TAKING THE COAL 


Says His Money Was Out and His 
Sick Wife Cold. 


THE PENCILS WERE TO BE SHARPENED 


Hunter Rush, of Ivy Street School, 
Was Detected Stealing by Offi- 
cers in Citizens’ Clothes. 


William Rush, janitor of the Ivy street 
school, has come to grief and the trouble 
has landed him in @ cell at the police 
barracks. 

Rush is charged with steRling pencils 
and other things from the schoo! children 
and of robbing the city of coal. He denies 
that he stole from the children, but ad- 
‘mits that he took the coal, at least one 
little lump, which the police caught him 
with. 

Rush was elected a janitor of the school 
in Mareh, 1897. His home is at No. 319% 
Hilliard street. 

For some time past the children in the 
school have complained of pencils, rub- 
bers and paper disappearing. The matter 
was reported to the police. Patrolmen 
Crim and Sewell were detailed Saturday 
night in citizens’ clothes and they kept 
& watch on the Ivy street schoo! building. 
They saw the janitor slipping out of the 
yard with a lump of coal and they ar- 
rested him. 

When the prisoner was searched at the 
police barracks his pockets were found to 
be filled with lead pencils which he had 
taken from one of the schoolrooms. 

Rush was greatly disturbed. He was 
forced to admit taking the coal, and hs 
freely owned up that for once he had 
tried to defraud the city. He pleaded jus- 
tification, however, on the ground that 
he was financially wnable to buy coal and 
had to have fire for a sick wife. 

The officers believe he told a fairy tale 
about the lead pencils when he stated 
that he had to carry them home to sharp- 
en them for the children Monday morn- 
ing. 

When seen in his cell by a Constitution 
reporter last night, Rush said that he had 
never stolen a.thing before in his life 
and didn’t think it was any harm to take 
one little lump of coal. 

“T get only $20 a month,” he stated, 
“and my sick wife has made my movey 
run short. I was out of coal and out of 
money and I took one small lump to 
make out until Monday morning, when 
I intended to buy. some wood. I never 
took any coal before. Those pencils were 
in my pockets because I have to carry 
all the perictis home from the primai® 
grades to sharpen for the little children. 
I have tried to live honest ané 1 am sorry 
that I took the piece of coal.”

Matthew, xii, 45-46, supplied the 
“The king- 


dom of heaven is like unto a merchant- 
man seeking goodly pearls, who, when 
he had found one pear] of great price, 
sold all that he had and bought it.” 

The sermon in brief follows: 

‘The parable of the pearl of at price 
differs from the other parables, except 
its companion, that of the hidden treas- 
ure. It was not spoken from the prow of 
a ship to the multitudes on the shore as 
the others were, but within a house and 
to a similar crowd. It is not a parable 
representing the kingdom of heaven in 
respect to the value of its operation, but 
emphasizing the value of ftself and the 
sense of its value as proved by the indi- 
vidual. It reveals the mighty hold of the 
kingdom of heaven upon the individual 
heart. ‘The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a merchantman, etc.’ He is a busi- 
ness man. He knows his business. He is 
accustomed to weigh and compare the 
advantage and charges, and to pay ac- 
cordingly. He is an expert with a train- 
ed eye, a trained mind and trained knowl- 
edge. He has gathered many pearls, but 
goes on seeking, refusing to be satisfied 
with what he has. One day he finds a 
pearl which he regards as incomparable 
and of superlative price, and immediately 
he sélis all that he has to possess him- 
self of that one gem. 

‘The application of the parable is easy. 
You are the merchantman. The inmost 
meditation of every heart is to find the 
goodliest pearl. In every department of 
business that is the innermost, that we are 
seeking for pare of the greatest worth. 
No matter how many actual pearls we 
have already gathered there is still an- 
other, larger, of richer, higher value, to- 
ward which you stretch out your hands, 
and to it give all the desires of your 
heart. If you are the merchantman, then 
the parable teaches you to make relig- 
ion your chief pursuit. This is what man 
does in his earthly affairs. He chooses 
the pursuits of pleasure, He rises early to 
business every morning, and it engages 
his entire attention throughout the day. 
It has a masterful hold upon his mind, 
It controls his conversation everywhere, 
in the house of mourning as well as in 
the house of feasting. Such a strong hold 
should the kingdom of heaven have upon 
our minds. But has it? Does not the 
least thing dispel all] thoughts of it at 
once? See the contrast and the appear- 
ance of the same people in church and 
in the marts of trade; go to the cotton 
exchange of New Orleans and the stock 
and grain exchanges of New York and 
Chicago, and see men seeking the pearls 
of goodly Ree: what life, what keen com- 
petition! hat watching to catch every 
chance! Theré are no sieepers. there. 
Every man is awake, every faculty alert, 
every eye greedily watching the market 
réports. ‘In the church, how different the 
aspect of the same people; some of them 
are asleep in their pews, listlessness is re- 
flected in the countenances of others, and 
weariness in the attitude of more. Oh! 
that men would open their eyes to be- 
hold this pearl of great price, this pre- 
clous, peerless gem and display the same 
eagerness in securing it as the goodly 
pearls of this world. 

“If you are the merchantman, then the 
parable teaches you to sacrifice all other 
pearls for this one priceless gem. When 
this merchantman found this goodly pearl 
he sold all that he had and bought it. Is 
not this just what men are doing every 
day? The merchantman wishes to obtain 
some better position, some pearl of great- 
er value. He advertises his want for sell- 
ing out for pearls. People think him mad, 
selling out at low prices, at unsuitable 
times and at a great loss, but he knows 
what he is doing; he has found the pearl 
of great price and is determined to have 
it. We have all the common sense, pru- 
dence and assurance of the merchant. 


but when we come to the kingdom of 


heaven men hesitate to part with any- 
thing for it. They regard it as a resort 
to which they may. betake themsélves 
when too old to enjdy life any longer. 

“Again, the parable teaches. you to 
guard against deception. Men seem to 
think that as a man without money and 
without credit bas no standing in the 
commercial wor the same thing must 
optain in the kingdom of heaven. Ac- 
cordingly, when we urge the purchase of 
the pearl of great price. they answer: ‘I 
am not good enough yet, I will wait un- 
til I. have found some pearls to make my 
life cleaner, pnerform more good déeds, 
and then I wfll bring these in exchange 
for the pearl of great price.’ It is a wile 
of the devil, who is making a greater dupe 
of you and causing you an unsveakably 
greater loss than the man who bids best 
for the pure gem. You are on the wforg 
road if you are endeavoring to earn sal- 
vation by go00d works. 

“He who possesses this nearl must sell 
all that he has. his ambitions, his for- 
tunes, his charities, all things, and must 
leave the law of God to fill his heart. 
Comine to Him to be saved, as a poor, 
lost. undone sinrer who has no merit to 
plead. and he who comes in this spirit, 
abandoning all trust in human merits, 
will be given in exchange for his sacrifiec 
the pearl of great price.”

His pictures are 
vivid, his language is stirring, he means 
that we shall feel the force of his ardent 
spirit: we fealize that we have touched a 
live wire directly communicating with the 
power house of the Omnipotent. 

Last week’s calamity to the business in- 
terests of our city render the text, ana 
the topic it suggests, timely and perti- 
hent. There are spiritual, as well as ma- 
terial flames. These endanger and some- 
times envelope and consume human souls, 
It is concerning these that intelligent, 
thoughtful and responsible minds shoulda 
meditate today. We are God's firemen. 
The reservoir of eternal salvation, free 
and inexhaustible, is God’s heart of love 
to sinners. The mains and pipes through 
which grace and mercy must pass to souls 
chreatenet with the raging fires of sin 
and hell are our own affections and 
anxieties, éry church should be an 
engine house, equipped, alert and ready 
for immediate action when the alarm 
gong sounds, And all churches, animated 
by one common concern for the spiritua) 
weal of the lost, and acting under the 
orders of the captain of their salvation, 
should promptly concentrate their forces 
on the danger spot. Just such concert 
and co-operation in Atlanta is the press- 
ing demand and duty of the hour. 

“Sin, like fire, is both latent and active. 
When active it flames out before our 
eyes in deeds of crime.

our community in the Gehenna of polit- 
ical corruption. The love of money is 
doing its deadly work. It confederates 
with vice and rents property at cruelly 
exorbitant rates for most immoral pur- 
poses, Like another Herod, it massacres 
the innocents in the foul air of factories.

“The Daniel Spirit.”’” He spoke on the 
following text: 


“And Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself. Then 
this Daniel was preferred above all the 
presidents and princes, because an ¢x- 
cellent spirit was in him.”’ 

Rev. Mr. White said: 

“The desire to achieve worldly suc- 
cess is the very commonest passion 
among us. The south is pouring a tide 
of young men and women into this city, 
re the moving impulse of the tide is 
to get up in the world. Our successful 
men came here ten, twenty and thirty 
pense ago actuated by the same mo- 
tive. 

“If some one of the hundreds who 
have been successful could, with the 
ubiquity of the patent medicine man who 
offers to cure all diseases for a quid pro 
quo, make any kind of a decent proposi- 
tion to insure success to these thou- 
sands who are here fighting that old, old 
battle against odds, his fortune and his 
fame would be assured. 

“Now, it might be done. The achieve- 
ment of success in life is never acci- 
dental. There is a fixed logical process 
by which men win their way into public 
confidence and patronage. There are 4 
certain set of conditions compliance with 
which brings recognition and reward al- 
most with -the certainty of natural law, 

“The career of Daniel fllustrates some 
of the most important of these conditions, 
His is a career worthy of comparison 
with the career of any of the successful 
men of modern times. In glory he rivals 
Napoleon; in course Luther; in charac- 
ter, ashington. 

“First of all, Daniel had a purpose— 
as our text says. Most of the failures in 
life were never planned really other- 
wise. Ask of the men who are going 
down day by day in the struggle if thev 
have a programme for life clearly defined 
and they will have to tell you ‘No.’ It 
is the ‘catch as you can’ kind of men 
who are failing. Ask of the men who are 
going up, and they can probably go back 
to the very day and hour and tell you 
of an unalterable resolve to follow 4a 
definite determination and to follow it to 
the end. The successful man becomes a 
conspirator against failure and swears 
himself into the compact. | 

“Calhoun was a congressman in _ his 
own mind before he left Yale college. 
George Childs, the printer’s devil in 
Philadelphia, set his lips to be the editor 
every time he walked under The Ledger 
sign that swung across the street. 

“And Daniel had his purpose in the 
right place. ‘In his heart.’ Many so- 
called convictions are only opinions. 
There is a difference between a heart 

urpose and a head purpose, between be- 
ng minded to do a thing and hearted 
to do it. ‘Out of the heart are the issues 
of life.’ The Bible is full of the word 
heart, but the word brain does not oc- 
cur once. Psychology has never unrav- 
eled the secret of potency in what is 
called heart power. It is written of Dan- 
lel that he had ‘visions of the head on his 
bed,’ but it was this purpose of the 
heart that determined his destiny. 

“It was @ heart experience that shaped 
Saul, the rersecutor, into Paul the apos- 
tle. It was a heart experience that 
changed Augustine, the self-indulgent ep- 
icurean, into Saint Augustine, the church 
father. The same kind of experience de- 
termined that Lord Shaftsbery should be 
more than a titled landlord. It was a 
heart purpose that transformed the pleas- 
ure seeker, John Howard, into the prison 
apostle John Howard. The same kind 
of experience remolded the river thief, 
mh sini McCauly, from crime to Christli- 

ss. 

“*No man,’ said a great banker, ‘can 
be a successful banker until he learns 
how to take hig bank to bed with him.’ 
That is to say that the thing that’s 
worth doing is worth loving and the 
thing that’s fit for men to work at as 
an ambition in life is worthy of heart 
ambition, and demands that. 

“Daniel had his purpose about the 
right things. There we have the vital 
fact in Daniel's life. Some of the things 
men are striving for are not worth the 
while. The struggle to get up in the 
world may be the foolishest kind of pur- 
pose if the spring of the motive is sim- 
ply selfish. 

“Do you notice that Dantel’s purpose 
was about an apparently small and un- 
important detail of life? Men would say: 
‘Very foolish, Daniel, to make a row 
about eating.” And that’s where many 
men make mistakes, Tell me what Dan- 
iel is goine to do about the king’s meat 
and the wine and I’ll-tell you what is to 
be the outcome of his life.
